Messrs.  Hamilton  and  W.  J.  Fisk  were  appointed  a  committee 
to  conduct  the  Speaker  to  the  chair,  who  upon  assuming  the  chair 
said: 

Fellow  Members  of  the  Assembly  :  For  the  honor  of  presid- 
ing over  this  body  you  have  my  profound  acknoAvledgments. 

The  manner  in  which  I  shall  perform  the  duties  of  this  office,, 
can  only  be  determined  by  the  experiment. 

But  this  I  know,  that  to  be  modestly  successful,  I  shall  need  the 
hearty  co-operation  of  every  member  of  this  body. 

In  the  mutations  of  time,  we  find  ourselves  here  assembled  from 
different  parts  of  the  state,  to  make  up  the  lower  branch  of  the 
first  Legislature  of  Wisconsin  in  this  new  century  of  our  national 
existence.  I  have  the  right  to  assume  and  I  do  assume,  that  every 
member  of  this  body  whether  Republican  or  Democrat,  comes 
here  charged  with  the  double  purpose  of  lessening  the  burdens, 
advancing  the  interests,  guarding  the  honor  and  promoting  the 
prosperity,  not  only  of  his  immediate  constituents,  l)ut  of  the  peo- 
ple of  the  whole  state  and  of  every  interest  in  the  state. 

In  the  language  of  scripture  the  people  of  the  state  are  all  mem- 
bers of  one  body,  and  are  over  zealous  in  behalf  of  some  particular- 
interest,  to  the  neglect  of  all  others,  may  l)e  more   detrimental  to> 
the  whole,  than  an  intentional  effert  to  injure  a  })articular  part. 

Any  political  party  is  of  value,  if  inspired  by  an  earnest  desiro' 
to  bring  al)0ut  the  greatest  good  to  the  greatest  number. 
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No  political  iiarty  is  worth  preserving,  when  the  purpose  of  its 
controling  elements  is  to  gratify  the  selfish  ambition  of  its  inein- 
bers. 

As*  to  my  line  of  action,  I  have  not  yet,  and  shall  not  now, 
make  any  promises,  and  therefore  will  not  be  compelled  to  break 
any  ;  but  this  I  may  say,  that  in  dividing  up,  and  parceling   out 
j  the  business  of  the  session,  I  shall  aim,  so  far  as  possible,  not  only 

to  have  the  different  sections  of  the  state,  but  all  imiK)rtant  inter- 
t  ests  in  the  state,  fairly  represented  on  each  conmiittee.

!  moment,  in  order  that  we  mav  muke  this  session  as  short,  econom- 

ical  and  efficient  as  possible.

A  bill  to  repeal  chapter  104,  of  the  general  laws  of  the  state  for 
the  year  1870,  entitled  "  an  act  to  aid  the  West  Wisconsin  Railway 
company." 

No.  74,  A., 

A  bill  relating  to  the  taxation  of  lands  of  the  West  Wisconsin 
Railway  company,  and  amendatory  of  section  1,  of  chapter  104,  of 
the  laws  of  the  state  for  the  year  lo70. 

Have  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and  beg  leave  to  report 
both  of  said  bills  back  with  the  recommendation  that  they  be  in- 
definitely postponed. 

Both  bills  relate  to  the  same  subject,  and  involve  precisely  the 
same  considerations,  and  the  committee  therefore  considered  the 
same  together. 

The  question  whether  the  exemption  of  the  lands  of  the  West 
Wisconsin  Railway  company  should  be  revoked,  is  not  a  new  one. 
The  subject  has  been  carefully  examined  and  reported  upon  by 
standing  committees  of  .the  Assembly  each  session,  for  four  ses- 
sions past,  and  with  a  single  exception,  the  committee  have  uni- 
formly reported  that  it  would  be  a  gross  breach  of  good  faith  on 
the  part  of  the  state,  both  to  the  bondholders  and  to  the  company, 
to  repeal  the  law  (chapter  104,  laws  of  1870)  creating  the  exemp- 
tion, and  each  Legislature  has  by  a  decisive  majority,  adopted  the 
same  view  of  the  subject. 

Your  committee  adopt  and  endorse  the  report  of  the  committee 
on  railroads  of  the  assembly  of  1876,  upon  the  subject,  as  follows : 

The  law  which  this  bill  proposes  to  repeal,  provided  that  if  the 
West  Wisconsin  Railway  Company  would  complete  its  road  within 
two  years  after  the  passage  of  the  act,  the  exemption  of  the  land- 
grant  of  the  company  from  taxation,  should  be  extended  for  ten 
years. 

In  1870,  when  the  act  was  passed,  the  road  was  not  half  con- 
structed ;  the  company  was  at  that  time  unable  to  negotiate  its 
land-grant  bonds  so  as  to  obtain  the  money  for  the  construction 
and  equii^ment  of  the  road,  for  the  reason,  among  others,  that  its 
bonds  were  brought  into  competition  with  the  bonds  of  railroad 
companies    in  Minnesota,  Iowa  and  other  states,  which  were  se- 
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cured  by  mortgage  upon  land-grante  perpetually,  or  for  a  long 
period,  exempt  from  taxation,  while  remaining  unsold  by  the  com- 
pany, making  such  bonds  obviously  preferable  to  bonds  secured  by 
mortgage  upon  lands  shortly  to  become  liable  to  taxation,  as  was 
the  case  with  the  lands  of  the  West  Wisconsin  Company.  The 
bonds  could  not,  under  such  circumstances,  be  sold,  and  the  work 
on  the  road  could  not  progress. 

In  order  to  facilitate  the  sale  of  bonds,  the  legislature  enacted 
chapter  104,  (now  proposed  to  be  repealed,)  extending  the  exemp- 
tion for  ten  years. 

The  act  was  published  extensively  in  this  country,  and  in  England 
and  Germany,  as  an  inducement  to  the  purchase  of  the  bonds,  and 
your  committee  have  no  doubt  that  it  operated  as  a  poAverful  in- 
ducement to  capitalists  to  invest  their  money  in  them. 

The  supreme  court  of  the  state  say,  in  the  case  of  the  V^Qfit  Wis- 
consin Railway  Company  vs.  Trempealeau  county,  speaking  of  the 
sale  of  the  bonds,  after  the  passage  of  chapter  104 : 

"  The  company  proceeded  to  place  in  the  market  its  bonds,  to 
raise  money  for  the  completion  of  its  road,  which  said  bonds  were 
secured  by  a  mortgage  on  said  lands,  and  were  sold  to  an  amount 
of  several  millions  of  dollars,  mainly  by  reason  of  the  immunity 
of  the  land-grant  from  taxation." 

Your  committee  find,  upon  examining  the  Senate  and  Assembly 
Journals  of  that  year,  that  the  act  now  proposed  to  be  repealed  was 
passed  with  deliberation ;  that  it  was  referred  to  and  considered  by 
the  proper  committees  in  both  houses ;  that  the  same  was  passed 
in  the  Senate  and  Assembly  upon  a  call  of  the  ayes  and  noes,  and 
that  the  representatives  of  every  county  in  which  the  lands  are 
situated  voted  in  favor  of  its  passage. 

Your  committee  regard  the  act  as  a  pledge  solemnly  made  by 
the  state  to  capitalists,  that  if  they  would  invest  in  these  bonds, 
thereby  furnishing  the  money  for  the  construction  of  the  road, 
their  security  (the  lands)  should  be  exempt  from  impairment  by 
taxation  for  the  period  named,  and  that  it  would  be  bad  faith  on 
the  part  of  the  state,  now  that  the  money  has  been  invested,  to  re- 
peal the  exemption  and  repudiate  the  inducement  then  held  out. 

It  may  have  been  impolitic  to  have  passed  the  law  in  the  outset, 
but  it  is  too  late  now  to  honorably  consider  that  question. 

The  road  was  constructed  within  the  time  i)rescribed  by  the  act : 
the  invitation  of  the  state  to  capitalists  has  been  accepted,  and 
now  to  repeal  the  act  subjects  the  lands  to  taxation,  and  possibly 
compel  the  purchasers  of  the  bonds  to  pay  taxes  on  the  lands  in 
order  to  prevent  their  main  security  from  being  swept  away  by  tax 
titles,  is  simply  to  proclaim  that  the  pledge  of  Wisconsin  is  of  no 
force  after  the  exigency  which  inspires  it  lias  passed  away. 

Your  committee  is  unwilling  to  lend  its  sanction  to  any  such 
doctrine. 

A  careful  examination  of  the  record  shows  that  the  law  re- 
mained on  the  statute  book  a  sufficient  number  of  years  to  enable 
the  company  to  sell  its  bonds  and  complete  its  road  before  any  pe- 
tition was  presented  or  bill  introduced  for  its  repeal.    (It  was  amend-

cd  in  1871,  so  as  to  except  Trempealeau  county  from  its  opera- 
tion.)  ^ 

Tlie  road  was  built  by  the  company  in  strict  accordance  with 
law.     It  fulfilled  its  obligations  to  the  state,  and  the  obligations  of 
the  state  in  the  premises,  both  moral  and  legal,  should  be  faithfully 
fulfilled. 

Bill  No.  74,  A.,  proposes  the  repeal  of  the  law  as  to  Buffalo  and 
Pepin  counties.  The  pledge  or  promise  which  the  state  made 
through  the  act  now  proposed  to  be  repealed,  was  an  entirety — it 
included  as  much  the  lands  in  these  counties  as  in  any  of  the 
others.  The  representatives  of  these  counties  in  both  branches  of  the  leg^ 
idature  voted  in  favor  of  the  passage  of  the  law.  This  is  the  first  at- 
tempt that  has  been  made  to  except  them  from  its  operation.  Six 
years  after  such  a  promise  was  made,  by  the  help  of  their  representatives, 
and  after  it  had  been  ajcted  upon  by  capitalists  and  by  the  company,  a 
request  to  the  legislature  to  repudiate  it,  should  in  the  opinion  of 
your  committee  meet  with  no  favor.  To  repeal  the  law  entire- 
ly, would  in  our  judgment  be  a  breach  of  faith  on  the  part  of  the 
state,  and  to  repeal  it  in  part  is  equally  indefensible,  unless  repud- 
iation can  be  defended  upon  the  ground  that  it  is  only  partial,  a 
proposition  which  to  be  refuted  need  only  to  be  stated. 

Tlie  company  has  pressed  the  sale  of  its  lands  as  rapidly  as  pos- 
sible, as  is  conclusively  shown  by  the  fact  that  since  1872,  when 
its  land  department  was  organized,  it  has  sold  207,000  acres,  at  an 
average  price  of  $4.60  per  acre,  all  of  which  became  immediately 
taxable  under  the  law. 

The  subject  has  been  so  many  times  acted  upon  by  the  legisla- 
ture, that  your  committee  are  led  to  express  the  hope  it  will  not  be 
again  presented.  It  seems  but  justice  to  the  state,  and  to  the  com- 
pany notoriously  struggling  with  the  gravest  financial  embarrass- 
ment, that  the  question  should  be  considered  settled,  so  far  as  the 
legislative  department  is  concerned.

Relating  to  the  presidential  election,  have  had  the  same  under 
consideration,  and  a  majority  of  the  committee  have  instructed  me 
to  report  the  same  back  with  a  substitute,  and  recommend  the 
passage  of  the  substitute,  as  follows :

Whereas,  It  is  the  duty  of  all  patriotic  citizens,  especially  in 
times  of  great  national  peril,  to  rise  above  all  considerations  of  per- 
sonal ambition  and  party  aggrandizement,  and  to  do  what  tney 
may  be  able  to  promote  the  peace,  happiness  and  prosperity  of  the 
people  and  to  preserve  the  unity  and  integrity  of  the  nation,  and 
the  free,  independent  action  of  the  three  great  co-ordinate  branches 
of  the  government,  and 

Whereas,  The  government  of  these  United  States  is  a  govern- 
ment of  law,  republican  in  spirit,  as  well  as  form,  founded  on  uni- 
versal suffrage,  lawfully  exercised  in  the  several  states  under  the 
laws  and  constitution  thereof,  and  the  powers  reserved  in  the  con- 
stitution of  the  United  States  and  the  general  amendments  thereto, 
subject  to  the  powers  therein  delegated  to  the  general  government ; 
that  in  pursuance  of  such  laws  and  constitutions  and  such  reserved 
powers,  electors  for  president  and  vice  president  of  the  United 
States  are  said  to  have  been  appointed  in  each  of  the  thirty-c'ght 
states  of  the  Union  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  Ixjgislatures 
thereof,  and  hence  nothing  remains  to  determine  who  has  a  major- 
ity of  such  electoral  votes,  except  to  count  the  votes  legally  cast  by 
the  several  electors  so  appointed,  and  when  so  counted  it  becomes 
the  bounden  duty  of  all  good  citizens  to  submit  to  the  result,  and 

Whereas,  The  refusal  of  the  major  part  of  the  democratic  par- 
ty to  submit  to  the  election  of  Lincoln  and  Hamlin  sixteen  years 
ago,  under  the  cry  that  they  had  not  received  a  majority  of  the 
popular  vote  in  all  the  states,  resulted  in  four  years  of  bloody  war, 
and  the  expenditure  of  ten  thousand  millions  of  dollars  and  six- 
teen years  of  bitter  debate  over  questions  growing  out  of  the  war  and 
its  causes,  and  hence  ought  to  be  an  experience  and  lesson  suflicient 
to  calm  the  party  passions  and  party  zeal,  and  to  excite  the  patriotic 
emotion  and  the  sober  thought  of  the  better  portion  of  those  who 
now  propose  to  repeat  that  most  terrible  and  costly  experiment, 
therefore 

Resolved,  by  the  Assembli/,  the  Senate  concurring: 

1.  That  in  the  name,  and  as  the  representatives  of  the  pco])le  of 
the  State  of  Wisconsin,  we  most  sincerely  deplore  the  attempt 
being  made,  through  state,  county  and  mass  conventions,  and 
otherwise,  to  deter  members  of  Congress  from  a  conscientious  dis- 
charge of  duty,  and  to  induce  them  by  threats  and  intimidations 
to  violate  their  oaths  by  sanctioning  a  false  count  of  the  electoral 
votes,  or  by  assuming  to  exercise  power  and  jurisdiction  not  con- 
ferred upon  them  by  the  constitution,  but  which  is  either  reserved 
to  the  states  respectively,  or  lodged  in  the  Federal  court^s.  This 
purpose  to  inaugurate  revolution  seems  to  have  been  boldly  an- 
nounced in  the  recent  so-called  "Democratic  State  ('onvention," 
at  Milwaukee,  wherein  they  solemnly  insisted  and  declared  that 
Governor  Tilden  should  be  peacefully  inaugurated  President  of  the 
United  States,  "and  be  vested  with  all  the  constitutional  power  of 
the  executive  department  of  the  government  from  and  after  the 
4th  of  March  next,"  and  wherein  they,  by  "a  cunning  device  to 
blind  the  people  and  subvert  their  rights,"  in  substance  declare 
that  every  electoral  vote  should  be  thrown  out  and  not  counted, 
unless  the  present  democratic  House  of  Representatives  should 
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give  their  eonsent  to  its  being  counted,  and  then  after  thus  de- 
claring that  the  democratic  House  of  Representjitives  may,  re- 
gardless of  their  oaths,  tlie  constitution  and  the  rights  of  the 
people,  prevent  any  electoral  vote  from  being  counted,  if  they 
choose  to  do  so ;  they  boldly  further  resolved  upon  revolution,  by 
declaring,  in  substance,  that  the  democratic  House  of  Representa- 
tives are  the  "sole  judges"  as  to  "u'/icu  any  contingency  has  arisen 
that  required  its  separate  action,  under  the  constitution,  in  the  elec- 
tion of  President,  by  the  House  of  Representatives," — a  procedure 
never  before  claimed,  much  less  attempted,  except  when  an  election 
failed  because  there  were  three  or  more  candidates  and  no  one  re- 
ceived a  majority  of  all  the  electoral  votes  cast.  These  proposi- 
tions of  this  so-called  Democratic  State  Convention  are  so  absurd, 
unlawful  and  monstrous,  as  to  be  in  direct  antagonism  with  the 
positions  taken  by  every  one  of  the  seven  leading  democrats  who 
signed  what  is  known  as  the  late  ''Compromise  Report;"  and  yet 
they  are  in  harmony  and  keeping  with  that  system  of  intimidation 
xind  violence  practiced  in  most  of  the  Southern  States  where  the 
white  and  black  population  are  nearly  equally  divided. 

2.  That  in  view  of  the  first  section  of  the  second  article  of  the 
constitution  of  the  United  States,  which  declares  that  "each  state 
shall  appoint  in  such  manner  as  the  legislature  thereof  may  direct, ' 
a  number  of  electors"  for  president  and  vice  president  "  equal  to 
the  whole  number  of  senators  and  representatives,  to  which  the 
state  may  be  entitled  in  congress,"  and  in  view  of  the  conceded 
fact  that  South  Carolina,  Florida  and  Louisiana  were  prior  to  the 
last  election,  each  states  of  the  Union  entitled  to  the  absolute  con- 
stitutional right  to  "appoint  the  electors  to  which  they  were  re- 
spectively so  entitled,  in  such  manner  as  the  legislature  thereof" 
had  directed,  it  follows  as  a  logical  conclusion  that  the  manner  o 
making  such  appointments  is  left  by  the  constitution  of  th 
United  States  wholly  in  the  discretion  of  such  state  legislatures, 
and  hence  such  appointments  cannot  be  set  aside  nor  reviewed  by 
congress,  which  has  no  jurisdiction  over  the  manner  of  making 
the  same,  and  yet  the  alarming  and  revolutionary  doctrine  is  an- 
nounced by  the  judiciary  committee  of  the  democratic  house  of 
representatives,  through  one  of  their  number,  who  is  a  democratic 
member  from  Wisconsin,  that  the  sergeant-at-arms  of  the  House 
of  Representatives  should  take  into  custody  and  bring  before  the 
bar  of  that  house  four  gentlemen  constituting  the  returning  board 
•of  the  sovereign  State  of  Louisiana,  created  and  acting  under  the 
laws  of  that  state,  because  they  refused  to  produce  before  that  com- 
mittee in  Washington,  the  records  and  papers  in  their  custody  as 
such  board,  and  hence  a  part  of  the  archives  of  the  state.  This  bold 
attempt  at  usurpation  on  the  part  of  a  democratic  house  of  repre- 
sentatives, is  the  more  alarming  because  it  indicates  a  deliberate 
purpose  on  the  part  of  the  legal  talent  of  the  house  to  set  aside  and 

?o  behind  the  judgment  of  the  returning  board  of  the  State  of 
iouisiana,  notwithstanding  it  was  clothed  with  plenary  power  and 
jurisdiction  by  the  laws  of  that  state,  and  then  1x)  assume  and  take 
upon  themselves  the  business  which  devolved  upon  that  board  by 
Administering  and  executing  the  laws  enacted  by  the  legislature  of 
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that  state.  This  attempt  at  usurpation  on  the  part  of  the  demo- 
cratic house  of  representatives  to  interfere  with  the  officers  and  re- 
cords of  an  independent  state  can  only  be  properly  characterized 
by  the  language  which  Chief  Justice  Ryan,  recently  used  in  the 
case  against  the  secretary  of  this  state,  and  which  is  in  our  judg- 
ment more  applicable,  when  he  said:  ** We  regard  this  matter  as  a 
grand  attempt  to  baffle  state  authority  in  the  administration  of 
state  affairs. 

3.  That  the  present  crisis  of  the  national  government  is  well  cal- 
culated to  excite  grave  apprehension  on  the  part  of  uU  patriotic 
citizens,  and  this  ai)prehension  is  increased  and  deepened  by  the 
unmistakable  inference  to  be  drawn  from  the  report  of  the  Confer- 
ence Committee  to  the  effect  that  prejudice  and  passion  are  so  in- 
tense among  members  of  Congress,  that  the  committee  deem  it 
unwise  to  attempt  to  obtain  a  correct  count  of  the  electoral  votes 
cast  for  the  respective  candidates  of  President^  and  Vice-President, 
in  the  manner,  or  subsUmtially  in  the  manner,  in  which  it  has 
been  done  since  the  foundation  of  the  government;  but,  on  the 
contrary,  have  deemed  it  wise  and  prudent  to  take  into  their  councils 
and  share  equally  with  each  of  the  two  houses  of  Congress  the  re- 
sponsibility of  counting  and  detennining  such  electoral  votes,  five 
Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court,  thus  creating  a  new  tribunal  heretofore 
unknown  in  the  history  of  our  government,  and  hence  contrary  to 
all  .precedent,  and  the  expectation  of  the  framers  of  our  (Constitu- 
tion ;  and  while  we  most  sincerely  regret  the  necessity  and  doubt 
the  expediency  of  such  new  tribunal  created  in  the  manner  and 
with  the  powers  proposed,  yet  deferring  to  the  wisdom  of  those 
whose  opportunity  for  judging  concerning  the  necessity  and  ex- 
pediency of  the  proposed  compromise,  and  in  the  same  patriotic 
spirit  which  seems  to  have  actuated  the  committee,  we  accept  the 
same,  to  prevent  what  might  be  a  worse  calamity,  and  we  do  this 
the  more  readily  because  we  are  satisfied  that  a  clear  majority  of 
the  votes  cast  by  the  duly  appointed  electors  are  for  Hayes  and 
Wheeler,  and  that  no  proposed  commission  of  fair-minded  and  un- 
prejudiced men  can  be  found  who  will  by  an}'  technical  or  unau- 
thorized construction  attempt  to  defeat  the  will  of  the  i)eople  as 
expressed  in  pursuance  of  the  constitution  of  the  countrv  and  the 
laws  of  the  several  states ;  and  we  hereby  counsel  calm  deliberation 
on  the  part  of  all  the  people,  and  the  suppression  of  all  rebellious^ 
and  revolutionary  spirit,  hoping  in  any  event  for  the  best  results,  to 
the  end  that  this  government  now  free,  shall  be  perpetual,  its  peo- 
ple become  wiser,  better  and  more  generous,  antl  its  influences 
among  the  nations  of  the  world  widened  and  strengthened.

To  the  LeffiaJnture  of  Wu^consin  : 

The  trustees  of  the  State  Library  have  the  honor,  in  compliance 
with  the  requirements  of  section  5,  of  chapter  2(),  Revised  Statutes* 
to  submit  a  catalogue  of  the  books  added  to  the  Library  by  pur- 
chase in  the  year  1876;  and  beg  leave  to  make  a  few  suggestions 
in  regard  to  its  future,  and  a  brief  statement  of  its  condition. 

The  funds  of  the  Library  for  1876,  wTre  obtained  by  three  acts  of 
the  Legislature;  $5(X)  appropriated  by  chapter  321,  laws  of  1864; 
6600  appropriated  by  chapter  184,  laws  of  1872 ;  82,000  appropria- 
ted by  chapter  281,  laws  of  1876;  making  a  total  of  83,100.  Of 
this  amount  81,322.29  was  expended  in  paying  debts  contracted  in 
1875 ;  which  left  the  sum  of  81,777.71  available  for  1876. 

Of  the  three  appropriations  mentioned,  all  but  the  first  have  ex- 
pired by  limitation.  The  sum  appropriated  by  chapter  321,  laws 
of  1864,  is  by  far  too  little  to  supply  the  needs  of  the  library.  It 
is  important,  tlierefore,  that  provision  be  made  for  supplying  its 
present  and  fut^.ive  wants.  These  are  numerous,  and  many  of  them 
are  pressing.  Tliere  arc  many  new  English  and  American  treatises 
of  great  value,  which  the  library  needs;  besides  a  large  iiuml)er  of 
late  editions  of  old  and  standard  ones,  and  numerous  volumes  of 
statutes  and  digests.  The  lack  in  these  particulars  is  daily  felt  by 
bench  and  bar;  and  their  convenience,  as  well  as  that  of  the  state 
officers  and  members  of  the  legislature  requires  that  it  be  supplied. 

What  sum  it  will  be  necessaiy  to  use  annually  in  supplying  the 
wants  of  the  library  we  cannot  accurately  estimate.  In  our  judg- 
ment it  will  be  wise  for  the  legislature  to  make  an  annual  appro- 
priation of  a  liberal  amount,  on  condition  that  the  trustees  may 
use  as  much  thereof  as  in  their  judgment  may  be  necessary. 
While  this  would  enable  the  library  to  procure  the  best  legal  lit- 
erature, it  would  also  be  economy  for  the  state;  because  the  best 
time  to  i)urchase  books,  and  especially  law  ])()oks,  is  as  soon  after 
they  are  published  as  possible. 

The  present  catalogue  of  the  library  was  made  in  1872.  Since 
then  a  very  large  number  of  volumes  have  been  placed  upon  its 
shelves.  Provision  should  be  made  by  law,  authorizing  the  print- 
ing of  a  catalogue  as  often  as  the  necessities  of  the  library  may  re- 
quire ;  and  empowering  the  trustees  to  employ  such   assistance  as 
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the  librarian  may  need  while  preparing  the  catalogue  for  publica- 
tion. The  labor  of  making  a  correct  catalogue  of  so  large  a  library 
is  great,  and  requires  considerable  skill.  The  expense  of  the  as- 
sistance needed  in  its  preparation  may  be  paid  out  of  the  library 
fund. 

The  reports  of  the  supreme  courts,  laws  and  documents  of  the 
several  states  and  territories,  are  sent  to  this  state  for  the  library  in 
exchange  for  the  like  publications  of  this  state.  There  is  very 
great  irregularity  in  their  receipt,  owing,  in  part,  to  the  neglect  of 
those  to  whom  they  are  sent  to  deliver  them  to  the  librarian.  It 
would  tend  to  decrease  the  delay  thus  occasioned,  and  add  to  the 
value  of  the  library  if  the  duty  of  transmitting  the  publications  of 
this  state  to  the  several  states  and  territories,  and  receiWng  theirs 
in  return,  was  transferred  from  the  officer  now  charged  with  it  to 
the  state  librarian. 

During  the  year  the  series  of  English,  Irish,  and  Scotch  Reports 
has  been  kept  up ;  the  reports  of  the  American  courts  which  arc 
not  received  by  exchange,  have  been  purchased,  and  quite  an  ad- 
dition has  been  made  to  the  number  of  text-books,  more  particu- 
larly in  procuring  late  editions  of  old  and  standard  works.  The 
addition  of  a  complete  set  of  Upper  Canada  Reports,  numbering 
one  hundred  and  seven  volumes,  supplies  a  long-felt  need,  and 
adds  greatly  to  the  value  of  the  library. 

The  regular  series  of  State  Reports  lack  about  ten  volumes  of 
being  complete.  The  needed  volumes  are  very  scarce,  and  difficult 
to  obtain.  They  should  be  procured  at  the  earliest  opportunity, 
and  then  the  library  would  furnish  to  those  who  consult  it,  a  com- 
plete record  of  the  adjudications  in  the  courts  of  last  resort  in  the 
several  states  of  the  Union. 

The  following  statement  will  show  the  condition  of  the  library, 
and  the  nature  of  the  additions  made  during  the  year :

1.  That  at  the  election  held  on  the  7th  day  of  November  last 
for  said  seat,  eight  V9tes  received  at  tlie  Second  precinct  of  the 
Eleventh  ward  of  Milwaukee  in  said  district  from  or  in  the  name 
of  persons  not  registered  upon  affidavits  purporting  to  be  signed 
by  Christian  Zimmer  by  his  mark  as  householder,  are  illegal  for  the 
reason  that  such  signature  is  not  genuine,  nor  authorized  by  said 
Zimmer  as  appears  by  his  testimony,  (see  page  19,  printed  digest), 
and  a  scrutiny  of  the  original  affidavits  in  their  possession.

7.  That  twenty  votes  received  at  such  election  from  or  in  the 
names  of  persons"  not  registered,  upon  affidavits  purporting  to  be 
signed  by  various  persons  as  voters,  whose  numbers  on  the  poll 
list  of  the  second  precinct  of  the  Eleventh  ward  in  said  district 
are  respectively,  65,  74,  75,  160,  173,  180,  192,  233,  265,  279, 286, 
341,  384,  465,  471,  472,  491,  495,  513  and  525  are  illegal,  for  the 
reason  that  the  testimony  fehows  that  each  of  them  are  fictitious 
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persons,  or  that  they  made  a  false  statement  of  their  jilaoes  of  resi- 
dence, there  being  no  house  or  building  upon  their  respective  lot 
numbers  given,*  by  each  of  them. 

That  the  total  number  of  illegal  votes  cast  under  the  foregoing 
enumeration  is  74,  all  of  which  are  claimed  ])y  the  contestant  as 
having  been  cjist  for  Mr.  Salentine. 

The  committee  further  find  that  twenty-eight  votes  were  cast  by 
non-registered  voters  upon  affidavits,  so  called,  deflective  for  the 
reason  either  that  the  notiiry  pu])lic  had  failed  to  find  the  jurat  to 
the  affidavit  or  either  the  householder  or  voter,  or  in  that  the  vo- 
ter or  householder  had  not  signed  the  affidavit,  but  while  they  are 
satisfied  that  there  is  very  grave  doubt  as  to  the  legality  of  these 
votes  where  such  omissions  are  unexplained,  yet,  as  the  objection 
to  such  votes  is  somewhat  technical,  and  the  omission  probably 
accidental,  they  report  in  favor  of  the  validity  of  such  votes. 

The  committee  further  find  that  although  there  is  considerable 
testimony  to  show  that  a  large  num])er  of  illegal  votes  were  cast 
upon  affida\4ts  purporting  to  be  made  by  persons  who  coul<l  not, 
after  diligent  searcn  through  the  ^vard  and  at  the  places  of  resi- 
dences given,  in  some  instances  be  found,  yet  on  account  of  the 
impossibility  of  determining  Avith  certainty  the  exact  number  of 
this  class  that  are  fictitious,  they  are  of  opinion  that  such  votes 
should  not  be  thrown  out. 

All  of  the  two  latter  classes  of  votes  are  also  claimed  by  the  con- 
testant to  have  been  cast  for  Mr.  Salentine. 

The  committee  further  find  that  seventeen  votes  received  at  such 
election  from  persons  not  registered,  upon  affidavits  signed  as  house- 
holder, as  follows:  thirteen  by  D.  G.  Burnham,  and  four  by  John 
F.  Burnham,  are  illegal  for  the  reason  that  neither  D.  G.  nor  John 
F.  Burnham  was  a  householder  at  the  time  of  their  making  such 
affidavit. 

The  committee  farther  find  that  there  were  two  straight  dem- 
ocratic tickets  destroyed  at  the  1st  precinct  of  the  8th  ward  by  mis- 
take. 

The  committee  farther  find  that  as  to  all  votes  of  non-registered 
voters  upon  affidavits  made  before  H.  Boernger,  as  notary  public, 
and  H.  Fischer,  notary  public,  claimed  by  the  sitting  member  as 
having  been  cast  for  Henry  Fink,  and  120  in  number,  and  upon 
affidavits  made  before  R.  W.  Kenney,  notary  public,  claimed  by 
the  contestant  as  having  been  cast  for  Peter  Salentine,  and  125  in 
number,  are  all  legal.  That  the  fact  that  the  commission  of  the 
two  first  named  notaries  had  expired  or  that  they  had  never  filed 
the  bond  required  by  law:  and  that  R.  W.  Kennev  was  a  minor  on 
the  day  of  such  election,  does  not  effect  the  validity  of  the  votes 
sworn  in  upon  affidavits  administered  by  them.  That  each  of 
them  was  an  officer  "de  facto,"  and  that  the  constitutional  right  of 
such  voters  cannot  be  baffled  by  any  latent  official  failure  or  neg- 
lect. 

The  committee,  with  the  exception  of  Mr.  Dailey,  find  that  the 
seventy-four  illegal  votes  enumerated  in  classes  No.  1  to  No.  7,  in- 
clusive, hereinbefore  mentioned,  were  cast  for  Peter  Salentine,  and 
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should  be  deducted  from  his  total  vote.  That  the  seventeen  illegal 
votes  sworn  in  upon  affidavits  of  D.  G.  Burnhant  and  John  P. 
Burnham  as  householder,  were  cast  for  Henry  Fink,  and  should 
be  deducted  from  Henry  Fink's  total  vote;  and  that  the  two  dem- 
ocratic votes  destroyed  as  aforesaid  should  be  added  to  Peter  Sal- 
entine's  total  vote. 

Mr.  Dailey  concurs  with  the  balance  of  the  committee  as  to  find- 
ing hereinbefore  set  forth,  that  ninetv-one  illegal  votes  were  cast  at 
said  election,  but  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  testimony  is  not  suffi- 
cient to  show  for  whom  such  votes  were  cast. 

The  committee  therefore  submit  tlic  following  summary  of  the 
legal  votes  cast  a;tsaid  election: 

For  Henry  Fink 1,093 

For  Peter  Salentine  1,045 

Pink's  miyority 48 

The  committee  are  therefore  of  the  opinion  that  Henry  Fink 
was  duly  elected  member  of  the  Assembly  from  the  eighth  assem- 
bly district  of  Milwaukee  county  at  the  last  general  election,  by  a 
clear  majority,  and  that  he  is  entitled  to  the  seat  in  this  body  now 
occupied  by  Peter  Salentine;  and  we  therefore  recommend  the 
adoption  of  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved^  That  Henry  Fink  was  duly  elected  member  of  assem- 
bly from  the  Eighth  assembly  district  of  the  county  of  Milwaukee 
at  the  general  election  held  on  the  7th  day  of  November  last,  and 
that  he  is  entitled  to  the  seat  in  the  Assembly  now  occupied  by 
Peter  Salentine. 

Mr.  Dailey  dissenting,  on  the  ground  that  the  evidence  is  insuffi- 
cient to  satisfy  him  as  to  the  person  for  whom  any  of  said  illegal 
votes  were  cast,  and  will  hereafter  ask  leave  to  file  a  minority  re- 
port.

people,  and  to  preserve  the  unity  and  integrity  of  the  nation,  and 
the  free,  independent  action  of  each  of  the  three  great  co-ordinate 
.branches  of  tne  government ;  and 

Whereas,  In  flat  contradiction  of  the  principles  expressed  in 
the  preceding  preamble,  which  is  a  quotation  from  the  majority  re- 
port of  the  Committee  on  Federal  Relations,  that  report,  in  the 
most  bitterly  partisan  and  malignant  manner,  for  purely  selfish 
and  party  purposes,  mis-states  the  position  of  the  democratic  par- 
ty, misrepresents  the  utterances  of  its  leaders  and  th'e  voice  of  the 
people  as  expressed  in  different  states,  and  especially  in  Milwau- 
kee, in  mass  convention  assembled,  as  has  been  the  custom  from 
the  earliest  history  of  our  country,  when  grievances  were  to  be  re- 
dressed or  wrongs  averted,  by  falsely  asserting:  "This  purpose  to 
inaugurate  revolution  seems  to  have  been  boldly  announced  in  the 
recent  so-called  democratic  state  convention  at  Milwaukee,  wherein 
they  solemly  insisted  and  declared  that  Governor  Tilden  should  be 
peacefully  inaugurated  President  of  the  United  States,  and  be  in- 
vested with  all  the  constitutional  power  of  the  executive  depart- 
ment of  the  government  from  and  after  the  4th  of  March  next," 
and  by  many  equally  false  assertions  in  the  majority  report  of  the 
Committee  on  Federal  Relations;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  passage,  both  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives of  the  United  States,  of  the  bill  knoAvn  as  the  compro- 
mise bill,  designed  for  the  very  purpose  of  fairly  and  peacefully 
solving  the  vexed  questions  connected  with  the  last  general  election 
of  the  chief  executive  of  the  nation,  commends  itself  to  our  best 
judgment,  and  in  our  opinion  ought  to  meet  the  hearty  and  unan- 
imous approval  of  the  people  of  the  United  States ;  and 

Resolved,  That  the  almost  unanimous  support  given  by  the  dem- 
ocrats to  the  compromise  bill,  and  the  bitter  hostility  to  it,  mani- 
fested almost  as  unanimously  by  the  republican  members  of  the 
House  of  Representatives,  are  conclusive  evidence  that  if  anv  party 
in  the  country  has  contemplated  or  desired  revolution  it  has  not 
been  the  democratic  party.  Through  the  manly  and  statesmanlike 
co-operation  with  their  political  opponents  of  a  few  republican 
members  of  the  United  States  Senate,  in  accordance  with  princi- 
ples expressed  in  the  first  preamble  to  these  resolutions,  partizan 
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attempts  of  baffled  office-holders  to  stir  up  strife  and  create  anarchy- 
have  been  defeated.

dinarily observed  by  parties  to  a  dispute,  and  as  in  the  highest 
degree  disrespectful  to  the  tribunal  called  upon  to  decide  upon  the 
claims  of  the  different  parties  to  the  presidencv.

To  the  Honorable,  the  Ijcghlaturc  of  Wlsron.^ln : 

With  a  reluctance  that  amounts  to  great  personal  embarrassment, 
the  undersigned  feels  compelled,  by  circumstances  beyond  his 
control,  to  memorialize  your  honorable  bodies  on  a  subject  that  in- 
volves not  only  personal  rights,  but  every  dollar  of  pecuniar}'  sub- 
stance I  may  hope  to  possess.  I  had  flattered  myself  that  under 
no  circumstances  would  I  again  feel  compelled,  or  even  justified  in 
asking  relief  from  the  legislative  department  of  the  state.  I  am 
not  unmindful  of  the  annoyance  it  must  be  to  the  various  mem- 
bers, and  I  can  speak  by  the  card  of  sad  experience  that  to  myself 
nothing  could  be  more  embarrassing  and  distasteful,  but  I  will 
give  to  the  honorable  members  the  general  facts  in  the  case,  as  a 
complete  justification  for  once  more,  and  finally  (as  will  be  seen 
from  the  lacts  referred  to,)  asking  remedial  action  on  the  part  of 
the  people's  representatives. 

I  will  not  trouble  the  legislature  with  a  recital,  in  extcnso,  of  all 
the  facts  in  the  case,  the  official  documents  of  the  state  being  re- 
plete with  full  information  on  the  subject — the  page  and  document 
containing  which  I  will  take  pleasure  in  pointing  out  at  any  time, 
when  so  requested,  and  will  be  content  in  this  with  a  general  ref- 
erence to  the  leading  facts  and  history  of  the  case,  which  I  pledge 
myself  to  sustain  fully  all  the  allegations  herein  set  forth,  on  pain 
of  consenting  to  abandonment  of  all  claims  whatsoever. 

In  1860,  being  denied  payment  on  near  $40,000  of  audited  war- 
rants, I  appealed  to  the  supreme  court,  in  two  separate  cases — one 
covering  a  charge  of  some  $750  for  blanks  furnisned  to  the  bank 
comptroller,  the  payment  on  which  was  resisted  on  the  ground  that 
no  law  existed  for  oirdering  the  blanks,  while  the  printing  law  said 
the  printing  of  the  several  state  departments  should  be  subject  to 
the  order  of  the  heads  of  the  departments,  [see  chapter  114,  laws 
of  1-858,]  and  the  balance  of  the  audited  warrants  w^ere  resisted  on 
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the  gi'ound  that  too  much  had  been  audited,  and  this  claim  wa& 
set  up  because  the  secretary  of  state  and  treasurer  failed  to  con- 
strue the  provisions  of  the  contract  alike.  Both  cases  were  argued 
in  the  court,  and  that  tribunal  decided  the  smaller  amount  against 
me,  on  the  ground  that  the  law  did  not  authorize  or  require  the 
blanks  ordered,  but  the  court  in  its  dictum  state  that  where  the  law 
provides  for  printing,  "this  court  cannot  determine  whether  the 
auditor  has  audited  too  much  or  too  little."  (I  quote  from  memo- 
ry, but  this  is  the  substance,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  records.)  A& 
no  other  item  of  my  work  was  ever  charged  by  any  one  as  being 
ordered  without  authority  of  law,  it  was  evident  to  all  legal  minds 
that  both  mv  cases  were  absolutely  disposed  of,  so  far  as  the  points- 
in  issue  could  be  determined. 

And  yet,  after  deciding  the  case  for  blanks,  against  me,  as  above 
stated,  the  court  adjourned,  I  believe  for  three  months,  making  no 
announcement  of  a  decision  in  the  other  case,  that  had  been  virtu- 
ally decided  in  my  favor.  Being  indebted  over  $32,000  at  the  time^ 
with  six  months  of  my  contract  yet  uncompleted,  of  course  I  was 
at  the  mercy  of  those  who  demanded  that  I  should  give  up  the 
provisions  of  my  contract  and  enter  into  a  new  one,  all  of  which  I 
had  resisted  prior  to  the  adjournment  of  the  court.  The  proposi- 
tion to  swap  the  old  for  a  new  contract  was  at  once  renewed,  and 
though  for  a  few  days  resisted,  was,  by  the  pressure,  threats  and 
clamor  of  creditors  acceded  to,  as  more  fully  explained  and  proven 
in  detail  in  previous  communications  on  the  subject,  and  spread 
upon  the  journals  of  the  two  houses. 

The  proposition  atid  acceptance  was,  that  the  old  contract  should 
be  ignored,  (having  been  unanimously  endorsed  by  the  legislature) 
and  that  I  should  enter  into  another,  on  quantum  meruiet  principles 
for  every  item,  the  prices  (quantum  meruiet)  to  be  agreed  upon  by 
two  umpire  experts,  to  be  mutually  chosen,  and  that  I  should  with- 
draw my  suits,  and  cancel  the  warrants  already  drawn. 

Not  a  voice  has  ever  been  heard  in  any  quarter  that  I  did  not^ 
on  my  part  scrupulously  perform,  each  and  every  thing  as  stipula- 
ted in  this  new  contract,  all  in  good  faith,  but  I  may  safely  chal- 
lenge the  world  to  show  that  the  obligations  on  the  part  of  the  state 
were  performed  as  stipulated  when  that  contra^jt  was  agreed  to. 
Had  it  been  fulfilled,  as  stipulated,  though  by  duress  of  circum- 
stances forced  to  its  acceptance,  I  snould  have  been  content,  but  af- 
ter I  had  "signed  myself  out  of  court,"  and  in  good  faith  canceled 
the  near  $40,000  of  warrants,  which  the  dictum  of  the  court  had  vir- 
tually decided,  (though  not  announced  in  the  case),  could  not  be 
disturbed.  I  utterly  failed  to  receive  compensation  as  stipulated^ 
all  of  which  the  official  records  show. 

In  1863  I  appealed  to  the  legislature  for  relief  Party  spirit  ran 
high,  and  the  bill  proposed,'  covering  a  specific  agreement,  that  no 
one  pretended  had  been  fuUfiUed  on  the  part  of  the  st4ite,  was  so 
amended  and  reduced,  that  I  opposed  its  passage,  and  gave  notice 
that  I  would  not  accept  it.  Yet  it  was  passed,  at  but  a  moiety  of 
compensation  shown  to  be  due.  The  pressure  of  the  war,  and  the 
then  precarious  state  of  health  of  my  then  co-partner,  compelled

a  final  acceptance  of  the  money  tendered,  and  the  signing  of  a  "  re- 
ceipt in  full,"  which  was  done  under  protest. 

As  the  war  of  the  rebellion  was  being  waged,  and  the  resources 
of  the  people  put  to  their  utmost  tension,  I  did  not  deem  it  patrio- 
tic to  press  the  claim  until  the  danger  was  over,  and  the  state  had 
an  opportunity  to  strengthen  its  recuperative  forces ;  but  in  the 
mean  time  tlie  statute  of  limitations  had  commenced  to  run,  and  I 
finally  appealed  to  the  honor  and  justice  of  the  legislature  to  waive 
the  sUitute,  and  the  "  receipt  in  fuU,"  as  a  mere  technical  defense. 
I  was  finally  successful  in  all  this,  not  without  much  personal  and 
partisan  warfare,  however,  and  I  will  state,  what  the  records  show, 
that  thirteen  committees,  at  different  sessions,  including  the  joint 
committee  on  claims,  and  the  judiciary  committee  of  both  houses — 
that  one  house  at  two  different  sessions,  and  that  both  houses  of 
three  successive  legislatures — liave  endorsed  the  claim  as  just. 

By  chapter  328,  laws  of  1874,  (sec.  3)  it  will  be  seen  that  the  leg- 
islature, with  great  unanimitv,  enacted  that  the  statute  of  limita- 
tions should  be  removed,  and  that  the  "  receipt  in  full"  should  only 
stand  for  the  amount  actuallv  received  in  18G3,  and  that  the  "claim 
should  ])e  settled  on  its  merits,"  as  proposed  by  Senator  Harvey  in 
18G0.  In  1875  the  legislature  enacted  that  a  "  suit  miglit  be  brought 
thereon  to  recover  the  same." 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  1874,  three  state  officers  se- 
lected an  expert  to  compute  the  amount  of  such  claim,  (whose 
sworn  exhi])it  by  items,  and  tabulated,  is  now  in  the  office  of  the 
secretary  of  state)  and  these  the  state  officers  reported  as  by  law  re- 
quired, to  the  legislature  of  1875,  (see  pp.  11(5  to  119, — As.  j. 
1875)  showing  that  there  was  a  large  sum  clue  me  from  the  state, 
after  deducting  all  payments.  The  items  and  prices  are  therein 
given,  as  was  stipulated  on  the  part  of  the  state. 

In  a  business  transaction  between  citizen  and  citizen,  there  is  no 
court  in  the  state  that  would  hesitate  on  the  merits  of  the  case — 
treating  the  words  of  the  law  as  the  admission  of  the  individual 
debtor — to  enforce  payment. 

But  the  state  has  met  the  claim  on  technical  grounds,  and  has 
not  iis  yet,  answered  to  the  merits  in  any  manner,  except  to  admit 
on  the  record,  by  its  answer,  that  the  sum  due  is  as  charged. 

But  now,  after  having  been  forced  against  my  interest  and  my 
will,  to  accept  the  terms  of  a  new,  unauthorized  contract,  the  stiite 
having  had  all  the  benefits  of  the  same,  and  myself  nothing — the 
state  sets  up  the  plea  that  the  contract  was  illegal  and  void.  Of 
course  the  court  could  do  no  other  thing  than  to  recognize  that 
plea,  which  I  never  doubted  as  technically  and  legally  correct,  but 
the  court  gave  me  the  right  to  plead  over,  under  chapter  209  of 
laws  of  1875,  to  test  the  value  of  the  originjil  contract.  This  was 
done,  and  the  amount  limited  to  the  sunl  reported  as  due  under 
the  illegal  and  forced  contract.  The  state  has  met  the  complaint,  not 
upon  its  merits,  but  upon  the  technical  point  that  though  the 
state  waived  the  statutes,  yet  it  could  only  affect  the  illegal,  but 
not  the  legal  contract.  The  logical  effect  of  this  may  be  summed 
up  in  a  few  words,  and  is  tantamount  to  saying :      "  It  is  admitted 
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that  you  have  a  just  chiim ;  the  state  has  had  the  benefit  of  your 
labor  and  your  substance, — ^you  have  been  unjustly  treated — jus- 
tice ought  to  prevail — the  state  has  no  right  to  entrap  its  citizens 
with  a  view  to  take  advantage  of  its  own  wrong  and  profit  by  the 
avails  of  labor  without  a  iust  return — you  shall  have  justice. — 
We  will  open  the  door  of  the  court  and  acknowledge  the  state's 
indebtedness — you  may  go  in — give  bonds  for  all  the  cost,  employ 
your  counsel  and  present  your  case.  —  But,  you  shall  not  be  allowed 
to  recover.  It  is  enough  to  acknowledge  your  claim ;  its  justice  and 
equity,  and  give  you  the  privilege  to  file  it  among  the  archives  of 
the  court,  but  thus  far  and  no  farther."  I  will  not  attempt  to 
draw  any  illustration  of  my  own  from  this  mirror  of  recorded  facts, 
because  in  this,  it  is  neither  my  duty,  privilege  or  intention  to  mis- 
judge the  motives  of  any  indiWdual  or  department  of  state  au- 
thority. 

My  suit  has  been  argued,  and  no  doubt  would  have  been  decided 
e'er  this,  had  not  the  illness  of  the  Honorable  Chief  Justice  ap- 
pealed to  legislative  honor  and  humanely  to  give  him  leave  of  ab- 
sence for  three  months.  I  do  not  believe  the  court  could  or  would, 
take  the  view  I  have  shown  above  and  I  have  the  most  unlimited 
confidence  that  the  full  bench  would  overrule  the  demurrer  set  up. 

But  here  comes  another  question,  which  is  \dtal,  but  which  I 
could  neither  forsee  or  provide  for.  It  is  this :  The  legislature  of 
1876,  adopted  a  proposed  amendment  to  article  8  of  the  constitu- 
tion, which  it  is  neld,  if  fully  adopted,  would  forever  forbid  the 
legislature  to  settle  any  claim,  however  just  and  meritorious,  if  not 
presented  within  six  years  after  it  accrued.  That  amendment  has 
t)een  adopted  by  this  legislature,  I  believe,  without  objection  from 
any  quarter,  ancl  will  be  submitted  to  the  people  as  required  by 
law,  and  will  no  doubt  be  ratified  next  Novemoer. 

Now,  should  the  Honorable  Chief  Justice  recover  from  his  phys- 
ical prostration  by  overtaxed  energeries,  and  should  he  take  the 
bencn,  and  shoulcl  no  other  accident  happen,  and  should  the  court 
decide  against  the  technical  defense  set  up,  and  send  the  case  for- 
ward on  its  merits,  it  requires  no  great  cunning  to  see  that  by  dil- 
atory pleas  the  matter  could  be  prolonged  much  beyond  the  time 
of  ratification  of  said  amendment,  and  though  I  may  now  possess 
the  best  case  ever  entered  on  the  docket  of  a  court,  I  should  ac- 
cording to  my  advices  be  forever  barred  from  collecting  a  penny. 

This  is  not,  I  confess,  a  very  roseate  view  for  me,  nor  would  it 
comport  with  the  fairness,  honor  or  dignity  of  a  great  state,  yet  to 
such  prospect  and  vicissitude  am  I  reduced,  and  I  am  compelled 
by  all  motives  of  honorable  self-interest,  to  again  brave  the  usual 
and  classic  bowlings  about  "steals,"  to  ask  the  legislature  to  grant 
such  immediate  relief  in  the  premises,  as  it  shall  deem  just.  Being 
reduced  by  the  fortuitous  circumstances  detailed,  to  the  necessity 
suggested,  I  am  in  no  condition  to  parley  about  terms  or  conditions, 
but  shall  take  whatever  the  legislature  may  think  proper  to  award 
me,  and  trust  to  those  physical  energies  that  may  remain  at  my 
time  of  life,  to  carry  me  over  the  short  bridge  we  all  are  passing.

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Your  attention  is  further  called  to  the  fact  that  the  expired  ex- 
emption was  granted  upon  the  principle  that  the  lands  in  question 
had  never  been  subject  to  taxation,  and  the  grant  was  acquired  upon 
the  condition  that  the  lands  should  not  be  taxable  until  the  expira- 
tion of  ten  years,  but  the  case  can  not  now  be  planted  upon  those 
grounds.  Moreover,  these  lands  have  become  taxable  for  the  year 
1876,  and  were  so  taxed,  so  that  if  the  original  exemption  is  extended 
as  proposed,  and  such  taxes  are  invalidated,  (if  that  could  be  held  to 
be  the  effect  of  the  measure,)  it  would  create  a  deficiency  equal  to  the 
whole  amount  levied  upon  such  lands,  and  thus  very  •much  hinder 
the  local  authorities  in  the  administration  of  their  duties,  besides 
doing  the  people  in  those  localities  a  great  injustice. 

Trusting  that  the  proposed  measure  will  not  prevail,  the  under- 
signed will  ever  pray.

specifically  fixed  by  law,  and  no  authority  is  givt-n  f«»r  contractinsr 
for  a  lower  fee.  The  law  jrivinir  p^w^r  to  let  to  the  lowt-st  bidder 
in  the  one  case,  raises  a  stronii  implication  that  the  leiri>lature  ditl 
not  intend  to  have  the  contract  let  in  any  otht-r  mse. 

As  to  the  2d  question : 

The  constitution  pro\'ides  that  the  rule  of  taxation  shall  l>e  uni- 
form, and  by  the  amendment  of  1^71  the  U^slature  is  pn»hibitoil 
from  enacting  any  special  law  '*for  assessment  or  t^'llo-tom  of 
taxes." 

The  advertising  of  the  list  is  a  step  in  the  colkition  of  taxes,  and 
a  necessary  part  of  the  process ;  spet^ial  ItMiislatiim  is  forbidden, 
and  I  am  of  opinion  that  a  law  rei miring  the  otlicvrs  of  any  one 
county  to  let  tnc  printing  of  its  delinquent  tax  list  to  the  lowest 
bidder  would  be  unconstitutional.

That  after  an  examination  of  the  original  testimony  and  exhibits, 
the  following  finding  of  facts  and  conclusions  are  submitted:

The  minority  of  the  committee  report  that  in  the  second  precinct 
of  the  Eleventh  ward,  where  most  of  the  alleged  irregularities  oc- 
curred, two  republicans  and  one  democrat  composed  the  board  of 
inspectors ;  that  republicans  were  admitted  in  numbers  through  a 
back  door  into  the  room  occupied  by  the  inspectors  and  suftered 
to  cast  their  votes  there,  to  the  delay  of  voters  outside ;  that  the 
polls  were  closed  in  direct  violation  of  the  statute  for  half  an  hour 
in  the  middle  of  the  day ;  that  unlawful  influences  were  employed 
to  influence  men  to  vote  the  republican  ticket,  and  at  the  close  of 
the  polls  on  the  evening  of  election  day,  from  100  to  150  voters 
were  in  line  waiting  to  vote,  who  were  prevented  by  these  delays 
from  voting,  and  that  of  this  number  a  large  percentage  were  demo- 
crats. These  facts  were  shown  with  sufficient  clearness,  and  while 
they  have  far  more  bearing  upon  the  question  who  should  have  the 
seat  in  controversy  than  mucn  testimony  accorded  weight  by  the 
majority  of  the  committee,  and  particularly  than  that  upon  w^hich 
the  majority  of  the  committee  decide  in  their  report  that  certain 
illegal  votes  were  cast  for  Mr.  Salentine,  it  is  not  believed  by  the 
■majority  of  the  committee  that  anything  but  legal  evidence  should 
be  considered  in  the  determination  of  the  question  at  issue,  and 
the  report  of  the  minority  is  therefore  based  upon  evidence  such 
as  would  be  received  in  courts  of  law. 

First  In  regard  to  the  eight  affidavits  upon  which  the  voter 
Zimmer  appears  to  have  vouched  as  householder,  for  Christian 
Zimmer  testifies  on  page  19  of  the  printed  case  that  he  neither 
signed  nor  authorized  any  one  to  sign  them,  and  that  he  was  not 
sworn  to  them.  C.  J.  Hall,  the  notary  before  whom  they  purport  to 
have  been  sworn,  testifies  on  the  other  hand  (see  pages  88  and  84) 
that  Zimmer  was  sworn  to  each  of  said  affidavits,  and  authorized 
Hall  to  sign  each  of  them  by  mark  for  Zimmer;  the  minority  are 
therefore  unable  to  determine  w^hich  of  these  parties  is  to  be 
believed.  The  minoritv,  however,  do  not  find  any  testimony 
showing  or  tending  to  show  for  whom  these  votes,  if  illegal,  were 
cast. 

Second,  In  regard  to  nine  affidavits  upon  which  Alexander  C. 
Hoernig  appears  to  have  vouched,  as  householder,  for  the  voter, 
Hoernig  testifies  (page  20  and  21)  that  he  did  not  sign  them  and 
that  he  was  not  sworn  to  them.  C.  J.  Hall,  on  the  other  hand  be- 
fore whom  they  purport  to  have  been  sworn  as  notary,  testifies  (on 
page  84)  that  the  oath  was  administered  to  said  Hoernig  on  each  of 
said  affidavits  and  that  Hocrnit»  authorized  him  in  each  instance 
to  sign  Hoernig's  name  by  mark.  Theodore  Rudzinsky  also  testi- 
fies (on  pages  &>  and  67)  that  he  brought  voters  to  Hall,  for  whom 
Hoernig  vouched,  to  the  number  at  least  of  5  or  6,  and  that  he  saw 
Hoernig  sworn  by  Hall.  The  minority  therefore  find  the  prepon- 
derance of  testimony  to  be  in  favor  of  the  legality  of  these  votes, 
but  do  not  find  any  evidence  showing  or  tending  to  show  for 
whom  these  votes,  if  illegal,  were  cast. 

Third.  In  regard  to  the  affidavits  upon  which  the  name  of 
Math.  Shue  appears  as  the  householder,  the  testimony  of  one  Math. 
Shue,  living  in  the  5th  ward,  was  taken,  (page  25)  to  the  effect  that 
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he  did  not  sign  them,  or  authorize  them  to  be  signed,  and  that  he 
was  not  sworn  to  them.  C.  J.  Hall,  on  the  other  hand,  gives  the 
de**cription  of  a  man  whose  name  was  represented  to  huu  to  Ix* 
similar  to  the  one  on  these  affidavits,  and  who  was  said  bv  Hall's 
ncighlx)rs  to  live  on  6th  avenue.  It  is  not  clearly  established  that 
there  was  not  more  than  one  Math.  Shue;  but  in  any  event,  there 
is  no  evidence  showing  or  tending  to  show  for  whom  the  votes  east 
upon  these  affidaviti^,  if  illegal,  were  cast. 

Fourth,  In  regard  to  the  votes  cast  upon  the  affidavit  specified 
in  subdivisions  4,  5,  6,  and  7,  in  the  report  of  the  majority  of  this 
(committee,  as  well  as  those  previously  referred  to,  there  is  no  e\i- 
<lence  showing  or  tending  to  show  for  whom  these  votes,  if  illegal, 
were  cast.  The  minority  of  the  committee,  therefore  dissent  en- 
tirely from  the  conclusion  of  the  majority,  that  these  votes  were 
cast  for  Mr.  Salentine,  and  holds  that  the  burden  of  j)roof  is  upon 
the  contestant,  Henry  Fink,  to  show  by  satisfactory  evidence  that 
the  votes  claimed  by  him  to  be  illegal,  were  cast  for  Mr.  Halentine, 
before  they  can  be  deducted  from  the  number  of  votes  cast  for  the 
sitting  member.  The  proper  rule  is  that  where  illegal  votes  are 
shown  to  have  been  cast,  it  is  in  order  to  first  ascertain  what  per- 
(•entage  of  the  total  vote  cast  the  illegal  votes  are,  and  then  to  de- 
duct from  the  vote  of  each  candidate  such  a  percentage  of  the  vote 
cast  for  him  as  the  number  of  illegal  votes  are  of  the  total  vote 
cast.  See  McCrary  on  Elections,  sec.  298.  Applying  this  rule  to 
the  present  case,  and  conceding,  for  the  present,  that  all  the  votes 
specified  in  subdivisions  one  to  seven  inclusive,  of  the  report  of  the 
majority  of  the  committee,  arc  illegal,  the  following  result  would 
be  arrived  at :

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This  makes  no  appreciable  difference  in  the  majority  for  Salen- 
tine,  and  is  the  true  rule  in  cases  of  this  kind. 

Fifth,  The  minority  of  the  committee  further  find  that  seven- 
teen votes  upon  affidavits  upon  which  D.  G.  Burnham  and  John  F. 
Bumham,  vouched  as  householders,  are  illegal,  for  the  reason  that 
they  were  not  householders,  and  that  said  seventeen  votes  were 
cast  for  Henry  Fink.  That  two  straight  democratic  votes  were  de- 
stroyed, bearing  Salentine's  name,  at  the  first  precinct  of  the 
Eignth  ward,  which  should  have  been  counted  for  Salentine.  These 
facts  are  also  found  by  the  report  of  the  majority  of  the  committee, 
so  there  is  no  difference  of  opinion  between  the  different  members 
of  the  committee,  that  nineteen  illegal  votes  were  cast  for  Fink. 

Sixth.  The  majority  further  find  that  120  votes  were  cast  upon 
affidavits  purporting  to  have  been  sworn  to  before  Henry  Fisher 
and  Herman  Boehrngen,  as  notaries  public ;  that  on  election  day 
neither  of  them  was  a  notary  public,  nor  authorized  to  adminis- 
ter oaths  as  such,  and  therefore  these  affidavits  cannot  be  received 
as  evidence,  are  of  no  more  validity  than  blank  pieces  of  paper, 
and  that  therefore  the  votes  cast  upon  these  affidavits  are  illegal ; 
that  out  of  this  number  thirty-three  are  shown  to  have  admitted  to 
two  witnesses,  Francis  Y.  Barchardt  and  Peter  Renzel  that  thev 
voted  for  Henry  Fink.  (Pages  46,  79,  80,81,82,83.)  That  Her- 
man Boehrngen  does  not  claim  to  have  had  any  color  of  title  to 
the  office  of  notary  public. 

Seventh.  The  supreme  court  of  the  State  of  Wisconsin,  in  the 
case  of  Hilmantel  vs.  Doerfinger,  21st  Wisconsin,  571,  say  :  "any 
elector  of  the  district  whose  name  has  been  omitted,  may  appear  at 
such  meeting  and  cause  the  same  to  be  entered  upon  tne  register. 
If  he  doejj  not  so  appear  and  still  desires  to  vote  he  must  furnish 
the  inspectors  at  the  polls  his  affidavit,  giving  his  reasons  for  not 
appearing  on  the  day  for  the  correction  of  the  register,  and  like- 
wise prove,  by  the  oath  of  a  householder  of  the  district,  that  he 
knows  him  to  be  an  inhabitant  of  the  district;  and  if  in  an  incor- 
porated village  give  his  residence  within,  the  district.  In  this 
matter  of  a  voter  whose  name  has  been  omitted  and  who  has  not 
appeared  on  the  day  for  the  correction  of  the  register,  the  burden 
of  answering  the  requirements  of  the  law,  by  furnishing  the  affi- 
davit and  proof,  is  thrown  upon  the  voter  himself  He  is  pre- 
sumed to  know  the  law  and  must  go  to  the  polls  prepared  to  com- 
ply with  its  conditions,  and  if  he  does  not,  and  his  vote  be  lost,  it 
may,  as  far  as  it  is  the  fault  of  any  one,  with  justice  be  said  to  be 
his  own  fault.  It  is  in  the  nature  of  a  penalty  imposed  by  the 
law  for  his  neglect  to  do  wliat  is  required  of  him.  The  inspec- 
tors cannot  receive  his  vote,  and  if  they  cannot,  it  cannot  after- 
wards be  received  and  counted  by  the  courts." 

Applying  this  rule  to  the  present  case,  the  law  not  having 
been  complied  with  by  these  non-registered  voters,  who  voted 
for  Henry  Fink,  by  furnishing  legal  affidavits,  these  votes  are 
found  by  the  minority  of  the  committee  to  be  illegal,  and 
should  be  deducted  from  the  vote  of  Henrv  Fink.

Sir: — I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  a  copy  of  the  an- 
nual report  of  the  commissioners  of  the  Wisconsin  Railroad  Farm 
Mortgage  Land  Company,  filed  in  this  office  on  the  29th  inst.,  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  chapter  446  of  the  private  and 
local  laws  of  1808,  and  acts  amendatory  thereof.

To  the  Hon,  Peter  Doyle,  Secretary  of  State: 

Siu : — The  commissioners  of  the  Wisconsiu  Railroad  Farm 
Mortgage  Land  Company,  report : 

The  principal  transactions  during  the  year,  ending  Dec.  31st, 
1876,  briefly  stated,  are  sales  of  a  small  quantity  of  land  coUec- 
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tions  on  out  standing  contracts,  payment  of  dividends  to  claim- 
ants, hearing  and  filing  proof  of  claims  undej*  chapter  49  of  the 
laws  of  187G,  and  prosecution  of  the  case  now  pending,  in  the 
United  States  Circuit  Court  to  recover  the  balance  of  land 
earned  and  due  for  building  the  Gl  miles  of  railroad  between 
Portage  City  and  Tomah. 

It  will  be  seen  by  the  last  annual  report  that  on  the  31st  day 
of  December,  1875,  the  company  had  a  remainder  of  18,499.53. 
acres  of  land  and  a  balance  on  hand  of  $13,732.31.  During 
the  year  ending  December  31st,  1876,  the  commissioners  have 
sold  371.02  acres  leaving  a  remainder  of  18,128.51  acres  and 
have  a  balance  on  hand,  January  1st,  1877,  of  $15,697.66. 

The  follow' ing  statement  will  show  the  collections  and  dis- 
bursements, during  the  year  1876,  and  the  condition  of  the 
fund  on  the  1st  day  of  Januar}^  1877.  I

There  are  96  outstanding  land  contracts ;  a  large  portion  on 
most  of  them  has  been  paid.  It  would  require  much  labor  to 
determine  the  exact  amount  now  due  and  to  become  due  there- 
on. Collections  are  constantly  being  made  and  indorsed  upon 
these  contracts;  the  aggregate  collection  thereon  during  the 
year  1876,  is  embraced  in  the  items  above  enumerated.  Be- 
sides these,  there  are  75  contracts  on  which  a  small  amount  has 
been  paid,  and  the  time  for  final  payment  has  expired.  Fore- 
closure proceedings  have  been  commenced  on  29  of  these  con- 
tracts. In  some  cases  the  parties  have  paid  up  and  taken 
deeds ;  in  other  cases  the  company  has  recovered  title  to  the 
laxds. 

The  time  for  proving  and  filing  claims  against  this  company 
had  expired  on  the  6th  day  of  March,  1871 ;  up  to  that  time 
713  claims  had  been  filed,  representing  $961,757.25.    Many  of 
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the  "farm  moi-tgages"  declined  to  file  their  claims,  for  the  rea- 
son that,  the  company  had  only  received  patents  for  about  68,- 
000  acres  of  refuse  lands,  in  detached  parcels,  distributed  over 
a  large  district  of  country  lying  principally  between  Portage 
Citj'  and  Tomah,  and  it  was  believed  at  that  time  that  enough 
could  not  be  realized  by  an  immediate  cash  sale  of  these  lands 
to  pay  the  expenses  of  appraisement,  sale  and  making  a  divi- 
dend. A  trial  was  made  in  the  first  instance  by  advertise- 
ment to  sell  the  whole  of  the  land  for  full  cash  payments,  but 
no  purchasers  were  found. 

1  he  commissioners  therefore  resolved  to  sell  on  time  con- 
tracts, in  quantities  to  suit  purchasers.  They  adopted  a  gen- 
eral rule,  requiring  one-third  part  of  the  appraised  value  to  be 
paid  down,  allowing  the  balance  to  run  one  and  two  years  at 
ten  per  cent,  interest.  The  lands  were  advertised  and  put 
upon  the  market  at  public  sale,  (at  several  places  in  the  vicin- 
ity of  the  land,)  to  the  highest  bidder,  not  less  than  the  ap- 
praised value,  except  such  tracts  as  were  claimed  by  occupants, 
who  were  allowed  to  purchase  the  same  at  the  appraisal.  While 
this  policy  has  been  attended  with  much  labor,  at  a  compara- 
tively small  expense,  the  result  is  much  better  than  was  anti- 
cipated. Enough  has  been  realized  to  pay  a  six  per  cent,  divi- 
dend upon  the  claims  filed.  Soon  after  the  commissions  com- 
menced she  payment  of  a  dividend  on  the  original  claims  filed, 
those  who  had  declined  to  file  their  claims  asked  to  be  partici- 
pants, and  a  law  was  passed  (chapter  191  of  the  laws  of  1875) 
which  extended  the  time  for  proving  and  filing  claims  until 
the  first  day  of  October  in  that  year.  Notice  was  published  in 
six  different  newspapers,  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  meeting 
of  the  commissioners  to  hear  such  proofs,  and  in  accordance 
with  that  law^  137  additional  claims  were  filed,  representing 
$182,929.43. 

The  last  session  the  legislature  again  extended  the  time  for 
filing  claims  until  the  1st  day  of  October,  1876,  (chapter  49  of 
the  laws  of  1876.)  The  commissioners  caused  like  notices  to 
be  published,  and  in  accordance  with  the  latter  act  85  more 
claims  were  filed,  representing  $90,305.21.  Total  number  of 
claims  filed  and  admitted  to  the  list,  935.  They  represent 
$1,234,991.89.  The  total  number  of  claims  paid,  up  to  Jan- 
uary 1st,  1877,  772.  Total  amount  paid  on  such  claims,  $64,- 
753.06.  The  number  of  claims  remaining  unpaid,  January  1, 
1877,  is  163.  These  claims  represent  $155,774.23.  The 
amount  necessary  to  pay  six  per  cent,  on  these  claims  is 
$9,346.45.  Deducting  this  last  mentioned  sum  from  the  bal- 
ance on  hand,  January  1, 1877,  there  remains  available  fund 
$6,351.21.     Outstanding  claims  are  being  paid  promptly  upon 
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t  the  return  of  proof  showing  the  names  of  persons  entitled  to 
receive  the  same.  Some  of  the  claimants  have  died  since  filing 
their  original  proofs,  rendering  it  necessary  to  require  evidence 
of  heirship  before  payment.  Others  are  being  contested,  the 
payment  of  which  are  attended  with  some  delay  and  per- 
ple:j:ity  in  determining  the  parties  rightfully  entitled  thereto. 

It  may  not  be  out  of  place  to  show  how^  the  farm  mortgages 
acquired  title  to  the  lands  above  mentioned.  By  an  act  of 
congress  approved  June  3, 1856,  a  grant  of  land  was  made  to 
the  state  for  the  purpose  of  building  a  railroad  from  Madison 
or  Columbus  by  way  of  Portage  City  to  St.  Croix  river  or  lake, 
and  from  thence  to  the  west  end  of  Lake  Superior  and  to  Bay- 
field. 

This  act  made  a  grant  of  six  sections  for  each  mile  of  road 
to  be  designated  by  odd  numbers,  and  to  extend  six  miles  in 
width  on  each  side  of  the  line  of  said  road.  The  act  provided 
in  case  the  United  States  had  disposed  of  any  of  the  lands  so 
granted,  it  should  be  lawful  to  select  in  lieu  thereof  nearest  the 
tier  of  sections  above  specified,  so  much  in  alternate  sections 
or  parts  of  sections  as  shall  be  equal  to  such  lands  as  the 
United  States  had  thus  disposed  of.  And  it  provided  further 
that  the  lands  to  be  so  selected  should  in  no  case  be  further  than 
fifteen  miles  from  the  line  of  the  road.  Under  this  act  there  are 
two  parellel  limits  on  each  side  of  the  line  of  the  road  from 
which  to  select  the  quantity  of  land  granted.  The  lands  within 
six  miles  of  line  of  the  road  are  usually  termed  land  in  "place;" 
lands  more  than  six  and  not  more  than  fifteen  miles,  are  termed 
lands  in  "float,"  or  idemnity  lands.  The  lands  in  the  limit  last 
described  were  granted,  so  far  as  necessary,  to  supply  the  defi- 
ciency in  the  quantity  of  lands  in  "place."  This  grant  was  con- 
ferred uj)on  the  La  Crosse  and  Milwaukee  Railroad  Company 
by  act  of  the  legislature,  approved  Oct.  11, 1856,  and  this  com- 

?any  built  sixty-one  miles  of  the  land  grant  road  between 
ortage  City  and  Tomah. 

It  therefore  earned  366  sections  of  land,  equal  to  234,240 
acres,  but  it  did  not  get  patents  therefor.  Subsequently  the 
Milwaukee  and  St.  Paul  Railroad  Company  became  possessed 
of  all  the  rights  and  franchises  of  the  La  Crosse  and  Milwaukee 
Railroad  Company,  including  the  lands  earned  and  applicable 
to  the  building  of  the  said  sixty-one  miles  of  railroad,  and  on 
the  15th  day  of  September,  1868,  the  Milwaukee  and  St.  Paul 
Railroad  Company  donated  and  conveyed  to  the  Wisconsin 
Railroad  Farm  Mortgage  Land  Company,  for  a  nominal  con- 
sideration, all  its  claim  to  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  lands 
so  granted,  and  congress,  by  an  act  apprived  July  27th,  1868, 
provided  that  it  should  be  lawful  to  dispose  of  the  lands  w^hich 
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have  enured,  certified  and  due  the  state  for  building  that  por- 
tion of  the  road  to  the  Wisconsin  Railroad  Farm  Mortgage 
Land  Company. 

In  accordance  with  the  foregoing,  the  governor  conveyed  to 
this  company,  for  the  benefit  of  the  "farm  mortgagors," 
68,820  21-100  acres,  this  being  all  the  lands  in  "place,"  and  all 
the  lands  in  the  indemnity  limits  between  Portage  City  and 
Tomah,  which  were  not  otherwise  disposed  of  by  the  United 
States.  A  small  portion  of  the  land  conveyed,  was  erroneously 
certified  to  the  state,  the  title  to  which  has  since  been  relin- 
quished, so  that  there  now  remains  due  this  company  at  least 
166,000  acres  of  land  from  the  indemnity  limits  of  said  grant, 
for  and  on  account  of  the  building  of  sixty-one  miles  of  the 
land  grant  road. 

The  act  of  Congress  granted  six  sections  of  land  for  each 
mile  of  road,  the  lands  in  "place"  to  be  first  selected,  and  in 
case  of  a  deficit,  the  remainder  to  be  taken  from  the  indemnity 
limits.  That  there  is  abundant  land  in  such  limits,  which  has 
been  certified  and  applicable  to  supply  such  deficit,  cannot  be 
denied.  The  commissioners  have  made  repeated  applications 
to  select  this  deficit  from  the  indemnity  limits  of  the  grant 
north  and  west  of  Tomah,  but  in  the  first  instance  it  was  held 
by  the  commissioner  of  the  general  land  office  that  the  act  of 
Congress  approved  June  3,  1856,  was  superseded  by  a  subse- 
quent act  approved  May  5,  1864.  If  this  construction  of  the 
act  be  correct,  then  Congress  has  repudiated  its  own  act,  and 
went  back  on  its  promise.  We  were  unwilling  to  accept  this 
construction  of  the  act  by  the  commissioner  of  the  general  land 
office.  For,  while  the  act  of  May  5th,  1864,  makes  a  grant  to 
the  state  to  aid  in  the  construction  of  certain  railroads,  it  con- 
tains a  provision  "deducting  any  and  all  lands  thai  may  have  been 
granted  to  the  State  of  Wisconsin  for  the  same  purpose,  by  the  act  of 
Congress  granting  lands  to  said  stale,  to  aid  in  the  construction  ofcei*- 
tain  railroads,  apprm^ed  June  3,  1856. 

It  is  therefore  plain  that  congress  did  not  intend  to  disturb 
any  rights  to  the  grant  of  June  3d,  1856.  Our  rights  were  vest- 
ed because  the  lands  had  be^i  earned,  and  could  not  be  "superceed- 
ed"  by  subsequent  legislation ;  the  refusal  of  the  departments 
to  recognize  these  riglits,  and  a  recent  conveyance  oi  some  of 
these  lands  to  other  companies,  has  compelled  us  to  resort  to 
the  courts  to  have  the  question  of  title  determined.  The  case 
is  now  pending  in  the  United  States  Circuit  Court,  Western 
District  We  can  give  no  definite  opinion  as  to  when  the  case 
will  be  decided.  The  attorneys  for  this  company  tell  us  that  if 
we  get  a  decision  next  June,  it  is  as  early  as  can  be  expected. 
Relying  upon  the  justice  of  our  cause,  the  attorneys  and  com- 
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missioners  have  the  fullest  confidence  that  this  company  will 
get  the  quantity  of  land  claimed,  for  every  decision  and  inti- 
mation of  the  courts  thus  far,  both  state  and  federal,  has  been 
in  favor  of  the  claim  of  this  company.

The  undersigned,  having  information  of  the  passage  of  a  resolu- 
tion  by  your  honorable  bodjr,  whereby  the  revisers  of  the  statutes, 
appointed  in  pursuance  ol  section  one  of  chapter  two  hundred 
and  three  of  the  laws  of  Wisconsin  for  the  year  1875,  were 
requested  to  make  report  of  their  progress  in  their  work,  the 
number  of  days  each  of  them  has  been  able  to  devote  to  such 
work  since  the  last  session  of  the  legislature,  whether  the  whole 
work  of  revision  can  be  completed  so  as  to  report  the  same  to  the 
present  legislature,  and  if  such  work  cannot  be  completed  during 
the  present  session,  how  much  additional  time  will,  in  their  judg- 
ment, be  required  for  its  completion,  respectfully  beg  leave  for 
themselves  and  their  colleague,  to  report  in  response  to  such  reso- 
lution : 

That  it  is  somewhat  difficult  to  state  the  proportion  of  the  whole 
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work  already  accomplished,  without  giving  an  account  of  the  sev- 
eral parts  completed,  and  the  general  phui  ui)on  which  the  work 
has  been  done;  but,  estimating  the  labor  to  \>o  ac'coniplished, 
and  contrastifig  it  with  what  has  been  done,  something  over  one- 
half  of  the  whole  has  been  already  performed  in  their  opinion. 

That  since  their  report  to  the  hist  lejrislature,  they  have  served  in 
addition  to  the  time  therein  stated,  as  follows :  David  Taylor,  188 
days,  and  William  F.  ViLis,  115  days.  The  amount  chargeil  and 
paid  Mr.  Cottrill  will  be  found  in  the  accounts  of  the  secretary  of 
state,  and  the  undersigned  have  no  other  information  thereof,  he 
being  now,  as  they  are  informed,  al>sent  on  business. 

That  it  will  be  entirely  imjiossible  for  them  to  complete  the  work 
so  as  to  report  the  same  to  the  present  legislature,  and  that  in  their 
opinion,  it  will  require  the  year  to  complete  it ;  but  they  entertain 
no  doubt  of  their  ability  to  report  it  to  the  next  legislature. 

The  undersigned  beg  leave,  respectfully,  to  refer  your  honorable 
body  to  the  rej>ort  which  the  revisere  made  to  the  Senate  of  1876, 
(to  be  found  in  the  Senate  Journal  of  1870,  p.  p.  147-155),  for  a 
statement  of  the  objects  and  purposes  which  they  regarded  to  have 
been  proposed  to  their  exertions  by  the  act  referred  to  in  the  reso- 
lutions of  your  body,  and  of  the  plan  unon  which  thev  have  enter- 
ed upon  the  performance  of  the  undertalcing.  It  will  Ibe  seen  that 
the  revisers  tnere  exprc*ssed  the  opinion  that  the  work  could  not  l)e 
completed  during  the  year  just  passed. 

The  undersigned  ]>eg  to  embrace  the  opportunity  presented 
by  this  occasion  to  rejiresent  their  opinion  that  to  complete 
their  work  in  a  desirable  form  for  report,  it  will  be  necessary 
to  employ  during  some  part  of  the  coming  year  an  addi- 
tional clerk  for  copying.  The  original  act  of  1875,  reposed 
that  power  in  the  discretion  of  the  justices  of  the  Supreme 
Court,  but  the  amendment  made  hy  section  2,  cliapter  317,  laws  of 
1870,  in  the  opinion  of  the  undersigned,  operated  to  limit,  perhaps 
und(;signcdly,  that  privilege  to  the  same  allowance  then  alreaay 
•established  by  the  justices.  It  is  respectfully  suggested  that  the 
authority  given  by  the  original  act,  be  restored.

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The  undersigned,  constituted  by  chapter  274  of  the  laws  of  1874 
commissioners  to  act  in  the  matter  of  the  final  settlement  of  the 
claim  of  Eliaa  A.  Calkins  and  James  K.  Proudfit,  against  the  state, 
do  hereby  certify  and  report  that  we  have,  as  required  by  said  act, 
cxaminca  and  computed  the  amount  of  the  verdict  in  the  circuit 
court  of  Milwaukee  county,  rendered  on  the  17th  day  of  Novem- 
ber, 1860,  in  a  case  in  the  Supreme  Court,  wherein  Elias  A.  Calkins 
and  James  K.  Proudfit  were  plaintiffs^  and  the  State  of  Wisconsin 
was  defendant,  and  the  interest  therepn  to  this  date,  and  after  de- 
ducting therefrom  the  payment  made  thereon,  we  do  ascertain  and 
find  the  balance  unpaid  on  said  verdict  at  this  date  to  be  thirteen 
thousand  five  hundred  and  five  and  84-100  dollars,  $13,505.84. 

We  have  also  carefully  considered  the  evidence  of  the  book 
printers  and  book  binders  on  which  the  said  verdict  was  rendered, 
and  find  that  said  verdict  was  not  contrary  to  the  evidence. 

We  have  also  carefully  considered  the  verdict  on  the  "remaining 
issues"  in  said  case,  rendered  in  the  circuit  (5ourt  of  Milwaukee 
county,  on  the  26th  day  of  May,  1868,  and  we  are  of  opinion  that  the 
said  verdict  is  contrary  to  the  evidence  therein. 

We  do  therefore  determine  that  the  amount  of  said  verdict  un- 
paid at  this  date  is  the  said  sum  of  $13,505.84,  and  we  hereby  cer- 
tify that  the  said  sum  is  due  from  the  state  to  the  said  Elias  A. 
Calkins  and  James  K.  Proudfit,  and  we  award  the  said  sum  to 
them  upon  the  said  verdict. 

We  have  also  computed  the  interest  on  the  sums  appropriated 
to  E.  A.  Calkins,  by  chapter  65  of  the  general  laws  ot  1868,  and 
<3hapter  119  of  the  general  laws  of  1869,  respectively,  from  the 
time  when  the  printing  and  publishing  were  completed,  for  which 
fiuch  appropriations  were  made  to  the  date  of  such  appropriations, 
and  find  that  said  interest  amounts,  at  this  date,  to  the  sum  of 
$5^75.58. 

But  as  the  law  providing  for  the  settlement  of  these  claims  con- 
tains a  provision  fliat  no  award  shall  be  made  in  excess  of  the  sum 
of  $16,200,  and  the  said  Elias  A.  Calkins  having  appeared  before 
the  undersigned  and  requested  that  the  full  sum  found  due  to 
said  firm  of  Calkins  &  Proudfit  should  first  be  paid,  we  therefore 
certify  and  award  to  the  said  Elias  A.  Calkins  the  sum  of  twenty- 
six  hundred  and  ninety-four  16-100  dollars,  as  the  amount  due  to 
him  from  the  State  of  Wisconsin.

The  special  committee  to  which  was  referred  the  resolution  No. 
16,  A.,  in  reference  to  the  State  Historical  Society,  respectfully  re- 
port to  the  Assembly : 

That  the  said  society  was  organized  in  1853,  as  a  private  corpora- 
tion. In  1855  the  legislature  made  an  appropriation  of  $500,  stip- 
ulating that  in  case  the  society  should  accept  the  money  thus 
appropriated,  it  should  become  the  trustee  of  the  state  to  that  ex- 
tent, and  that  the  society  should  not  have  power  to  dispose  of  any 
of  its  property  without  the  consent  of  the  legislature. 

Inl860  the  Assembly  passed  a  resolution  calling  on  the  secretary 
for  information  in  regard  to  the  society,  and  among  other  things: 
"  Whether  the  state  has  any  legal  interest  in  or  control  over  tne 
collections  and  other  property  of  the  society."  In  his  report,  L.  P. 
I^arvey,  then  secretary  or  state,  says :  **  I  do  not  find  that  the  state 
has  any  legal  interest  in,  or  control  over,  the  collections  and  other 
property  of  said  society,  beyond  the  restriction  upon  the  freedom 
of  the  society  to  dispose  of  its  effects,  imposed  by  section  3  of  chap- 
ter 81  of  Revised  Statutes,  which  provides  that  the  society  shall 
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not  make  any  sale,  transfer,  or  other  disposition  of  its  property,  or 
any  part  thereof,  without  the  consent  of  the  legislature. 

"  Whether  this  be  a  just  interest  and  control  for  the  state  to  re- 
tain in  property,  it  defrays  the  expense  of  collecting  and  caring  for 
to  the  extent  of  the  very  liberal  scale  of  appropriations  set  forth  in 
the  statement  submitted,  is  a  question  in  my  judgment,  inviting 
consideration  by  the  legislature." 

This  inquiry  and  report  resulted  in  the  passage  of  an  act  in 
April,  1860,  declaring:  That  ^'the  said  society  shall  not  sell  or  in 
any  manner  transfer  any  of  its  books,  papers,  collections  or  other 
property  without  the  consent  of  the  legislature,"  and  "that  no 
money  shall  be  drawn  from  the  treasury  until  the  society  shall 
have  filed  with  the  secretary  of  stiite  a  certificate  in  writing  accept- 
ing the  conditions  imposed  by  the  provisions  of  this  act." 

The  committee  find  on  examination  that  the  certificate  required 
by  the  act  of  18G0,  was  duly  filed  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  o 
state,  and  that  the  proper  entries  were  made  in  the  record  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  society. 

Chapter  135  of  the  laws  of  18G6,  makes  "the  governor,  secre- 
tary ot  state,  and  the  state  treasurer,  ex.-ojficw  members  of  the  exe- 
cutive committee  of  the  State  Historical  Society,  to  rei)resent  the 
state  therein,  and  to  have  a  watch-care  of  its  interests,  as  provided 
for  in  section  3,  chapter  81,  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  and  of  chapter 
327  of  the  general  laws  of  1860." 

The  appropriation  bills  since  1854  have  generally  contained  the 
clause,  the  society  shall  be  deemed  a  trustee  of  the  state,"  or 
"  continue  to  be  deemed  a  trustee  of  the  state,"  to  the  extent  of  the 
sums  appropriated  in  the  respective  bills. 

It  w^libe  seen  from  the  foregoing  recitals,  that  the  society  holds 
in  trust  for  the  state  property  to  the  extent  of  appropriations  re- 
ceived, now  amounting  to  about  $130,000.00,  and  that  the  society 
has  no  power  or  right  to  dispose  of  a  dollar's  worth  of  the  property 
in  its  custody,  without  the  consent  of  the  legislature. 

The  total  amount  of  appropriations  to  the  society  since  its  or- 
ganization, not  including  expense  of  janitors  nor  stationery,  to  the 
close  of  the  last  fiscal  year  is  $127,777.79.

Making  the  total  cost  for  1870 $11,048.16 
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The  liberal  appropriations  of  the  state  and  the  large  annual  ex- 
penditures of  the  society  as  trustee  of  the  state,  properly  suggest 
two  inquires : 

1st.  Do  not  the  exigencies  of  the  times,  caused  by  shrinkage  in 
values  and  stagnation  in  all  business  enterprises,  demand  the  cut- 
ting down  of  appropriations  ? 

2d.  Ought  not  the  society  to  be  required  to  make  annual  reports 
to  the  legislature  as  in  the  case  of  other  institutions  receiving  appro- 
priations from  the  state  ? 

While  the  committee  take  pleasure  in  bearing  testimony  to  the 
excellent  order  everywhere  prevailing  in  the  library  rooms,  and  the 
tasteful  arrangement  of  the  treasures  gathered  there,  they  do  not 
escape  the  conviction  that  greater  economy,  especially  in  the  ex- 
penses incurred  for  employes  would  not  materially  retard  the 
growth  of  the  library,  nor  impair  its  efficiency  to  accomplish  the 
purposes  for  which  it  was  established. 

Tne  committee  find  that  the  society  has  no  power  or  right  to  sell 
or  exchange  the  duplicates  that  may  come  into  its  possession ;  that 
the  small  number  of  ten  copies  of  the  report  of  the  Geological  Sur- 
vey granted  to  the  society  by  law  of  1876,  is  inadequate  to  its 
wants  for  making  exchanges ;  and  that  there  is  no  statute  express- 
ly prohibiting  the  society  from  mortgaging  or  removing  the  proper- 
ty which  it  holds  in  trust  for  state.  They  therefore  have  prepared 
a  bill,  aud  recommend  the  passage  of  the  same,  in  reference  to  these 
points.

The  Committee  on  Assessment  and  Collection  of  Taxes  have  had 
under  consideration

A  bill  to  extend  the  time  of  exemption  from  assessment  and  tax- 
ation of  certain  lands  fixed  in  the  act  incorporating  the  Winnebago 
and  Lake  Superior  Railroad  Company,  approved  April  6, 1866,  and 
in  the  act  incorporating  the  Portage  and  Superior  Railroad  Com- 
pany, approved  April  9,  1866, 

And  report  the  same  back  with  the  unanimous  recommendation 
that  it  do  pass. 

The  following  are  a  few  reasons  wliy  this  committee  makes  this 
recommendation : 

The  Wisconsin  Central  Riiilroad  Company  furnishes  the  only 
outlet  for  Lake  Superior  trade  through  W^isconsin,  and  is  the  only 
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avenue  of  approach  to  the  iron  and  copper  regioi\s,  and  pineries 
of  our  northern  borders.  Its  speedy  completion  is  essential  to  se- 
cure the  benefits  of  that  trade  for  this  state,  and  to  open  up  and 
develop  a  most  valuable  portion  of  Wisconsin  hitherto  unap- 
proachable. 

This  company,  though  delayed  by  public  calamities  and  nation- 
al misfortunes,  has  diligently  prosecuted  its  enterprise  and  built 
about  three  hundred  and  twelve  miles  of  railroad,  but  has  not  vet 
finished  the  same  to  Lake  Superior,  and  has  only  earned  a  portion 
of  its  land  grant.  Its  term  of  exemption  from  taxation  upon 
these  lands  has  already  expired,  and  as  the  annual  taxes  are  more 
than  they  could  possibly  receive  from  the  sales  of  land  in  any  one 
year,  unless  this  bill  passes  they  will  lose  the  main  consideration 
for  which  they  have  invested  so  much  money  in  this  state. 

The  company  has  made  a  great  outlay  of  i)rivate  capital  in  the 
construction  of  this  railroad,  in  the  belief  that  the  state  would  ful- 
fill the  intention  and  purpose  of  the  charter  and  land  grant,  and 
conform  to  the  custom  heretofore  adopted  in  the  stiite  under  all 
similar  circumstances,  and  allow  the  company  a  reasonable  time 
for  the  sale  of  its  lands  before  they  should  become  subject  to  tax- 
ation. 

It  would  seem  that  good  faith  requires  the  state  to  stand  by  this 
company  and  grant  them  what  they  now  ask ;  and  certainly  when 
it  is  borne  in  mind  how  much  railroad  they  have  built,  what  diffi- 
culties they  have  overcome,  and  in  what  trying  times  they  have 
pushed  on  their  enterprise,  it  would  seem  that  they  should  have 
the  same  treatment  nitherto  accorded  to  other  railroad  com- 
panies. 

As  this  bill  also  compels  the  company  to  pay  into  the  state 
treasury,  the  license  fees  from  the  payment  of  whicli  the  company 
is  now  exempted,  the  favor  thev  ask  will  not  be  a  burden,  except, 
perhaps,  to  tnosc  who  are  largely  benefited  by  the  railroad,  many 
of  whom  petitioned  for  the  passage  of  this  bill.  This  measure  will 
actually  put  a  large  amount  of  money  into  the  state  treasury,  which 
it  docs  not  now  receive.  For  these  and  other  reasons,  the  com- 
mittee unanimouslv  recommends  the  passage  of  this  bill.

Madison,  February  8,  1877. 
To  Hon.  J.  B.  Cassodayy  Speaker  of  the  Assembly: 

On  the  30th  ult.,  the  Hon.  Mr.  Xelley,  of  the  Assembly,  intro- 
duced a  resolution  of  inquiry  as  to  the  progress  of  the  state  print- 
ing, directing  the  Joint  Printing  Committee  to  make  inquiry  as  to 
the  manner  and  celerity  of  doing  the  work.      The  undersigned  re- 
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garded  this  as  a  very  proper  resolution,  being  similar  to  resolutions 
of  the  kind  at  every  session  of  the  legislature  since  the  state's  or- 
ganization. While  I  take  not  the  least  exception  to  the  inquiry^ 
and  believe  the  honorable  gentleman  acted  from  a  sense  of  duty, 
yet  it  must  be  seen  the  inquiry  itself  could  not  be  otherwise  than 
m  the  very  nature  of  things  a  censure,  (though  I  am  free  to  con- 
fess that  nothing  of  the  kind  was  intended).  At  most,  it  must  be 
apparent  that  I  had  a  right  to  have  the  facta  investigated,  and  if 
remiss,  I  could  not  complain  of  censure ;  if  not,  I  am  entitled  to 
exonoration.  I  submit  the  followii>g  as  showing  the  injustice  I 
am  subjected  to  by  a  failure  to  have  some  official  action ; .  I  refer 
you,  and  through  you,  the  honorable  Assembly,  to  the  following 
articles : 

From  the  La  Crosse  Leader: 

"  In  the  Assembly  a  joint  resolution  was  presented  by  Mr.  Kel- 
ley,  inquiring  into  the  causes  whicli  delay  the  printing  of  bills, 
etc.,  beyond  a  reasonable  limit.  I  have  touched  upon  the  matter 
before,  out  cannot  refrain  from  again  mentioning  it,  as  the  whole 
work  of  the  various  committees  is  thrown  behind  by  the  failure 
on  the  part  of  Carpenter  to  keep  his  end  of  the  contract  up,  and 
to  him  more  than  anything  else,  will  be  due  the  extra  length  of  the 
session.  Aside  from  the  lack  of  promptness  with  which  he  does 
the  printing,  the  quality  of  work  turned  out  is  of  the  very  poorest, 
even  the  proof  not  being  carefully  corrected."

In  answer  to  resolution.  No.  80,  A.,   calling  upon   "  tlie   i)roper 
officers  of  this  company  to  certify  under  oath  the  numbers  of  the 
bonds  of  said  company  registered  for  purpose  of  voting,   and  the 
names  in  which  registered,"  we  answer  that  we  have  no  means   of 
giving  the  numbers  of  the  bonds  registered,  short  of  sending  to  the 
registry  in  New  Y'ork,  and  procuring  a  copy  thereof,  which  we  will 
do  if  desired.    Supposing,  nowever,  that  what  was  intended  was 
the  number  of  bonds  registered,  and  the  names  in  whicli  tliey  are 
registered,  we  answer,  that  at  the  annual  meeting  in  June  last, 
5,480  bonds  were  registered,  amounting  to  85,48(),0(X),   and  repre- 
senting 54,300  votes,  and  were  registered  in  the  names  and  for  the 
amounts  respectively  contained  in  the  schedule  hereto  annexed. 
Said  schedule  is  a  complete  list  of  all  bonds  registered  up  to  that 
time.     We  cannot  say  that  these  registrations  were  made  for  the 
purpose  of  voting,  and  presume  they  were  not  in  all  cases,  as  only 
about  one-half  in  amount  voted  at  that  election.    The  registry 
makes  the  bond  transferable  only  as  a  registered  bond,  and  not  by 
delivery,  and  we  have  no  doubt  that  the  greater  part  of  them  were 
registered  for  that  purpose,  and  not  for  the  purpose  of  voting. 

Bonds  are  not  in  any  case  registered  to  bearer,  })ut  always  in  the 
name  of  the  owner. 

The  rules  for  ref^istration  of  bonds  are,  that  the  owner  of  any  1  >ond  of 
the  company,  except  those  issued  with  scrip  stockattached,  may,  on 
presenting  his  bond  at  the  proper  registry  and  signing  his  name  in 
the  proper  book,  or  furnishing  his  signature  to  be  placed  in  said

And  after  a  bond  is  so  registered  the  owner  is  entitled  to  one  vote 
for  every  $100  in  amount  so  registered,  so  long  as  the  l>ond 
remains  registered  in  his  or  her  name. 
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There  were  2733  such  bonds,  amounting  to  $2,733,000  and  cast- 
ing 27,330  votes,  which  voted  at  the  last  election  of  directors  at 
the  annual  meeting  in  June  last.

The  Committee  on  Education,  to  whom  was  referred

A  bill  to  repeal  chapter  117,  General  Laws  of  1876,  entitled  "aa 
act  to  permanently  provide  for  deficiencies  in  the  University  Fund 
Income." 

Have  considered  the  same  and  repectfully  report,  that 
their  investigation  has  developed  the  following  facts. 

In  1838,  Congress  donated  two  townships  of  land  "  for  the  sup- 
port of  a  University,"  in  Wisconsin.  Ten  years  later  the  people  of 
Wisconsin  adopted  a  constitution,  in  which  they  declared  that 
"  provisicn  shall  be  made  by  law  for  the  establishment  of  a  State 
University." 

In  1854,  Congress  granted  seventy-two  sections  of  land  "  for  the 
benefit  and  in  aid  of  the  University." 

In  1862,  Congress  granted  240,000  acres  of  land  for  the  support 
of  the  present  University.  This  is  an  aggregate  of  332,160  acres  of 
land,  and  not  an  acre  of  it  belonging  to  the  state  for  its  own  use. 

In  the  act  of  1838,  congress  declared  that  the  donation  was  "for 
the  use  and  support  of  a  University  in  Wisconsin,  and  for  no  other 
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use  or  purpose  whatsoever/*  and  in  the  act  of  18o4,  almost  the 
same  hmguage  was  used. 

In  the  act  of  1862,  by  which  nearly  three-fourths  of  all  the  land 
was  granted,  congress  went  further,  and  declared  that  the  pro- 
ceeds of  these  lands,  "shall  be  applied  without  any  diminution 
whatever,"  that,  "if  any  portion  of  the  fund  thus  derived,  or  the 
interest  thereon,  shall  by  any  action  or  contingency  be  diminished 
or  lost,  it  shall  be  replaced  by  the  state  to  which  it  belongs,  so  that 
the  capital  of  the  fund  shall  remain  forever  undiminished,  and  the 
annual  interest  shall  be  applied  without  diminution."  It  was  fur- 
ther provided  that  "no  portion  of  said  fund,  nor  the  interest  there- 
on, shall  be  applied  directly  or  indirectly,  under  any  pretence  what- 
ever, to  the  purchase,  erection,  or  repair  of  any  building  or  build- 
ings," and  congress  demanded  that  the  state  should  fonnally  ac- 
cept the  grant  upon  these  specific  conditions,  before  the  land  should 
be  turned  over  to  the  state.  Such  was  the  magnificent  endow- 
ment of  the  University  of  Wisconsin  by  the  government  of  the  Uni- 
ted States.  Such  the  constitution  and  laws,  under,  and  by  which 
the  grants  were  made,  and  these  were  the  conditions  of  the  trust 
voluntarily  accepted  and  undertaken  by  the  state.  The  bulk  of 
these  lands  were  by  the  terms  of  the  grant,  to  be  selected  from 
the  most  valuable  lands  the  United  States  then  possessed. 

Prior  to  September  30,  1866,  about  75,000  acres  had  been  sold, 
at  an  average  price,  of  about  83.50  per  acre.  The  sale  of  the  whole 
at  the  same  price,  would  have  realized  to  the  University  fund  over 
one  million  dollars.  Many  of  these  lands  were  actually  worth  in 
the  market  from  $10  to  815  per  acre,  and  had  the  same  policy  been 
pursued  by  the  state  in  disposing  of  them,  that  prevails  among 
corporations  orindividuals,  owning  large  tracts  of  lands,  double  the 
sum  named,  or  about  82,000,000  could  have  been  realized  as  an 
endowment  for  the  University.  This  fund,  invested  at  seven  per 
cent,  interest  would  have  produced  an  income  nearly  twice  as  large 
as  that  now  available  to  the  University,  including  the  amount 
realized  from  the  act  of  1876,  which  it  is  now  proposed  to  repeal. 

The  240,000  acres  granted  to  the  University  by  congress,  in  1862, 
(now  nearly  all  sold),  have  brought  to  the  university  fund  thus  far, 
a  sum  averaging  less  than  one  dollar  j)er  acre,  while  the  lands  selec- 
ted for  Cornell  University,  under  the  same  grant,  lying  side  by  stde 
with  those  belonging  to  Wisconsin  Universitv,  have  realized  over 
85  per  acre.  And  yet,  the  University  has  been  a  beggar  at  the 
doors  of  the  state  capitol,  for  its  own  patrimony,  from  the  day  of 
its  organization  until  now.  In  spite  of  the  solemn  compact  with 
congress,  in  spite  of  the  mandates  of  the  constitution  of  our  own 
state,  and  its  sacred  guarantee  to  protect  and  preserve  this  muni- 
ficent endowment,  the  whole  productive  fund  of  the  university  to- 
day, is  less  than  one-half  the  sum  with  which  congress  intended  to 
endow  it.  To  retain  even  this  fraction  of  its  birthright,  the  uni- 
versity has  been  compelled  to  contend  with  every  possible  pretext 
for  the  surrender  and  division  of  its  rich  possessions. 

Previous  to  the  year  1870,  the  state  had  never  made  an  appro- 
priation of  one  dollar  towards  the  support  of  the  university,  the 
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buildings  which  had  been  constructed  prior  to  that  time,  at  an  ex- 
pense of  over  $104,000,  having  been  paid  for  from  the  university 
lund,  which  amount  has  not  yet  been  reimbursed  by  the  state,  al- 
though since  1867,  and  up  to  the  present  year,  the  state  has  allowed 
seven  per  cent,  interest  upon  the  amount  so  expended.  The  state 
has  repeatedly  acknowleaged  its  bad  faith  towards  the  university, 
and  in  the  enactment  of  chapter  100,  general  laws  of  1872,  made 
the  following  declaration : 

"  Whereas,  It  has  heretofore  been  the  settled  policy  of  the  State 
of  Wisconsin  to  ofier  for  sale  and  dispose  of  its  lands  granted  by 
congress  to  the  state  for  educational  purposes,  at  such  a  low  price 
per  acre  as  would  induce  immigration  ana  location  therein  by  ac- 
tual settlers;  and 

"Whereas,  Such  policy,  although  resulting  in  a  general  benefit 
to  the  whole  state,  has  prevented  such  an  increase  of  the  product- 
ive funds  for  which  such  grants  were  made,  as  would  have  been 
realized  if  the  same  policy  had  been  pursued  which  is  usu- 
ally practiced  by  individuals  or  corporations  holding  large  tracts 
of  lands  ;  and 

"  Whereas,  The  University  has  suffered  serious  loss  and  impair- 
ment by  such  sale  of  its  lands,  so  that  its  increase  is  not  at  present 
suiB&cient  to  supply  its  wants,  and  cannot  be  made  so  by  any  pres- 
ent change  of  policy,  inasmuch  as  the  most  valuable  lands  nave 
already  been  sold;  therefore 

The  act  following  this  preamble  made  an  annual  appropriation 
of  $10,000  to  the  university  fund  income,  as  compensation  in  part 
for  bad  management  by  the  state. 

The  act  of  1870,  appropriating  $50,000  for  '*  Ladies  Hall,"  and 
the  act  of  1875,  appropriating  $80,000  for  "  Science  Hall,"  are  the 
only  appropriations  that  have  been  made  by  the  state  for  building 
purposes,  and,  although  the  expected  aid  was  so  long  deferred,  yet 
the  change  of  policy,  as  indicated  on  the  part  of  the  state,  has 
been  most  encouraging  to  the  friends  of  the  university. 

In  1876,  with  all  these  facts  taken  into  consideration,  and  in 
view  of  the  increasing  wants  of  the  university,  chapter  117  was 
enacted,  creating  an  annual  tax  of  one-tenth  of  a  mill  on  the  dollar 
of  valuation,  to  be  given  to  the  university  fund  income  in  lieu  of 
annual  appropriations  from  the  state  treasury  of  $17,303.76 ;  and 
also  proviaing  for  free  tuition  to  all  residents  of  the  state.  Under 
the  present  valuation  of  the  property  in  the  state  (and  apparently 
for  many  years  to  come)  the  actual  increase  of  income  afforded  by 
the  act  of  1876,  will  not  exceed  $20,000  per  year,  which  will  not 
more  than  meet  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  university  at  the 
present  time,  and  the  only  hope  for  the  future  is  in  the  expectation 
that  the  increase  of  valuation  will  produce  additional  income  in 
proportion  to  the  growth  and  increased  wants  of  the  university. 

The  president  of  the  board  of  regents,  in  their  report  for  1876, 
says :  **By  the  enlightened  action  of  the  legislatare,  at  its  last  ses- 
sion, the  relations  of  the  state  to  the  university  fund  income  have 
been  wisely  and  permanently  settled,  and  the  reliable  resources 
of  the  institution  thereby  increased  to  such  reasonable  extent  as 
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to  inspire  complete  confidence  in  the  future  ability  of  the  univer- 
sity to  realize  the  beneficent  j^urposes  of  its  organization.  The 
compensation  thus  accorded  by  law  for  deficiencies  arising  from 
the  disposition  of  the  lands  donated  to  the  state  by  congress,  in 
trust  for  the  university,  is  not  deemed  to  be  in  excess  of  the 
necessities  of  the  university,  or  of  the  just  and  equitable  obligations 
of  the  state.  Nevertheless,  the  regents  have  not  hesitated  to  ac- 
cept the  conclusions  of  the  state  gratefully,  as  a  final  and  satisfac- 
tory adjustment  of  the  principal  questions  relating  to  such  trust, 
hitnerto  in  controversy." 

With  this  plain  statement  of  facts,  which  we  present  for  your 
consideration,  your  committee  have  concluded  tnat  in  justice  to 
the  university,  the  adjustment  made  last  winter  should  be  final. 
Equally  should  it  be  so,  for  the  honor  of  the  state.  We  have  an 
opportunity  to  give  the  university  of  Wisconsin  a  position  among 
tne  best  educational  institutions  of  the  country.  This  is  the  work 
the  state  has  entered  upon,  and  great  expenses  have  been  incurred. 
The  fruits  of  these  labors  are  beginning  to  be  gathered,  and  our 
honor  demands  that  we  should  finish  our  work. 

If,  at  its  present  sta^e  of  development,  the  University  were 
brought  to  us  afresh  with  its  claims,  we  could  in  wisdom  do  no 
otherwise  than  we  have  done,  even  if  the  money  were  ours,  and 
not  another's,  and  endow  it  as  we  have  endowed  it.  A  steadfast, 
liberal  and  wise  policy  would  demand  this.  The  economical  and 
wise  management  of  the  regents,  the  increasing  reputation  of  the 
University,  its  faithfulness  to  its  educational  work,  unite  to  justify 
the  confidence  and  support  expressed  by  the  act  oi  last  winter,  and 
to  make  it  the  duty  of  the  legislature  to  maintain  this  action  of  the 
state. 

With  these  conclusions,  we  respectfully  report  the  bill  back  to 
the  Assembly,  with  the  recommendation  that  the  further  consider- 
ation thereoi  be  indefinitely  postponed.

\  To  the  Directors  of  Wisconsin  State  Prison : 

\  On  the  morning  of  the  1st  inst.  I  informed  you  by  telegraph  of  the 

fire  the  night  before.  I  am  now  able  to  give  you  the  particulars ;  also, 

'  an  estimate  of  the  amount  reauired  to  repair  the  loss.    The  night- 

,  guard,  who  makes  his  rounos  every  hour  during  the  night,  had 

made  his  usual  round  at  9  o'clock,  and  found  everything  all  right : 
at  9:40  the  fire  was  discovered  in  the  engine-rooms,  which  spread 
with  fearful  rapidity  in  the  drying  lumber  in  the  second  story. 

i  The  alarm  bell  was  rung,  to  which  the  citizens  of  Waupun  prompt- 

ly responded.  The  vifiage  fire  company  was  also  promptly  on 
hand  iwith  their  chemical  engine,  but  it  soon  became  evident  it 
would  be  impossible  to  prevent  the  burning  of  the  engine-house 
and  its  contents,  and  all  efforts  were  directed  to  saving  the  main 
shojps. 

For  two  hours  the  heat  was  so  intense  from  the  burning  of  over 
20,000  feet  of  lumber  that  it  seemed  impossible  to  save  the  shops 
xmd  other  buildings.  But,  fortunately,  there  was  but  little  wind, 
and  what  there  was  being  from  the  west,  was  in  our  favor,  and  at 

i  12  o'clock  we  felt  that  the  worst  was  over  and  the  shops  saved. 

i  It  is  proper  to  add,  that,  with  all  other  efforts  the  shops  could  not 
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have  been  saved  without  the  assistance  of  the  village  engine.  Ex- 
tra guards  were  placed  on  the  wall,  and  35  convicts  were  let  out, 
and  nearly  all  or  them  manifested  an  interest  and  energy  which 
could  not  be  exceeded  by  any  citizen.  Two  of  them,  Charles 
»Schultz  and  Julius  Falk,  are  entitled  to  special  mention  for  extra 
services  and  exposure  to  j)ersonal  danger. 

The  orgin  of  the  fire  is  a  mystery  that  I  am  unable  to  solve. 
Home  adequate  facilities  should  be  at  once  provided  on  the  prison 
grounds  for  putting  out  fires.  In  view  of  the  danger  of  using  the 
second  story  for  storage  purposes,  also,  in  view  of  the  damaged 
state  of  the  walls,  I  recommend  that  the  second  story  be  taken 
down,  and  have  nothing  but  an  iron  roof  above  the  engine  and 
boilers. 

I  estimate  the  cash  cost  of  repairing  the  engine  and  fixtures,  and 
the  building,  including  new  iron  rooi,  at  $3,300.  The  boilers  are 
not  supposed  to  be  injured  at  all  by  the  fire,  but,  as  3''ou  are  aware, 
they  are  the  old-fashioned  two  flue  boilers,  and  entirely  unsuited 
to  the  wants  of  this  institution,  from  the  fact  they  have  not  sufii- 
cient  capacity  for  running  the  machinery  and  heating  the  shops 
and  dry-houses,  and  from  the  further  fact,  that  they  consume  near- 
ly or  quite  double  the  amount  of  fuel  necessary.  I  therefore  re- 
commend replacing  them  with  two  48-inch  tribular  boilers,  16  feet 
long,  which  can  be  obtained,  with  new  fire  fronts  and  grates  and 
all  fixtures  required,  at  a  cost  of  $1,700,  making  the  whole  amount 
required  $5,000.  These  figures  are  based  on  cash  payments,  and 
the  interests  of  the  state  require  an  appropriation  of  that  amount 
to  be  made  at  once.

To  His  Excellency,  Harrison  Ludington, 

Governor  of  the  State  of  Wisconsin  : 

It  becomes  the  unpleasant  duty  of  the  directors  of  this  prison  to 
transmit  herewith  the  report  of  the  warden,  relative  to  the  destruc- 
tion of  and  damage  to  property  by  fire  which  occurred  in  the  state 
prison  the  1st  instant.  Deeply  regretting  that  it  becomes  necessary 
to  report  a  misfortune  of  this  character,  we  think  it  extremely 
fortunate,  under  the  circumstances,  that  the  loss  is  not  greater. 

We  have  made  as  thorough  an  investigation  in  the  origin  and 
cause  of  the  fire  as  the  time  at  present  at  our  disposal  will  permit, 
from  which  we  are  satisfied  that  there  was  no  carelessness  or  omis- 
sion of  duty  on  the  part  of  the  warden,  or  any  of  his  subordinates 
contributing  thereto,  but  that  this  calamity  falls  within  that  class 
of  misfortunes  against  which  human  foresight  cannot  provide. 

In  view  of  the  necessity  that  the  shops  should  be  set  to  rurning 
without  unnecessary  delay,  in  order  that  the  convicts  have  em- 
ployment, we  have  directed  the  warden  to  proceed  at  once  with 
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the  necessary  repairs,  and  for  the  reasons  stated  in  his  report,  con- 
cur in  his  views  relative  to  a  change  of  boilers. 

The  expense  attending  these  repairs  and  changes,  is  estimated 
bjr  the  warden  at  five  thousand  dollars.  We  have  carefiillj'  re- 
viewed these  estimates,  calling  to  our  aid  the  ser^'ices  of  experts, 
and  are  of  opinion  that  that  amount  will  besufficient  for  all  present 
purposes,  and  as  this  expense  was  not  contemplated  when  submit- 
ting the  annual  reports,  it  becomes  necessary  to  ask  a  specific 
appropriation  of  that  amount,  for  the  purposes  indicated.

COMMUNICATIONS. 

From  Professor  Searing,  as  follows : 
To  the  Legislature  of  Wiscoimn  : 

In  view  of  the  present  agitation  of  the  *Hext-book  question," 
and  of  the  fact  that  my  opinions  and  recommendations  respecting 
the  same  are  to  some  extent  misunderstood  and  misrepresented,  1 
beg  leave  to  call  the  attention  of  your  honorable  body  to  the 
following  facts : 
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1.  An  existing  law  of  the  state,  passed  two  years  ago,  allows  atiy 
school  board  to  purchase  text-books,  and,  as  the  property  of  the 
district,  town,  village,  or  city,  to  loan  free,  rent,  or  sell  the  same  at 
cost,  to  the  pupils  in  the  schools.  Books  can  be  purchased  directly 
from  the  publishers,  through  their  branch  houses  in  Chicago  and 
Milwaukee,  at  a  discount  of  40  per  cent,  from  present  retail  prices. 

Two  hundred  and  sixty-seven  districts  in  the  state  were  reported 
to  me  as  purchasing  books  under  this  law  last  year,  and  others 
have  been  more  recentl}^  reported  as  following  their  example  since 
the  date  of  the  last  oflScial  reports.  Of  the  267  reported  as  pur- 
chasing, 137  loaned  the  books  free,  and  the  others  either  sold  or 
rented  the  same. 

The  plan  of  district  purchase  under  this  law  is  giving  excellent 
satisfaction,  in  all  cases  so  far  as  I  can  learn,  and  is  rapidly  spread- 
ing and  becoming  popular. 

2.  Besides  the  large  saving  in  cost  by  district  purchase,  direct 
from  publishers,  uniformity  in  the  school  for  which  books  are  thus 
purchased  is  the  natural  and  inevitable  result. 

3.  An  existing  law  allows  any  school  board  to  adopt  a  series  of 
books  for  the  school  or  schools  under  its  charge,  and  provides  that 
after  such  adoption  no  change  shall  be  made  within  three  years. 

I  respectfully  suggest  that  the  two  laws  above  mentioned  are  all 
the  legislation  in  this  direction  needed,  in  the  interests  of  the 
schools  and  the  people.  Under  these  simple  and  wise  laws  the  best 
school  books  in  the  tcorld  can  be  had  at  a  very  reasonable  price,  and 
absolute  uniformity  to  the  extent  really  essential — in  the  school  or 
schools  under  the  charge  of  a  single  board — can  be  easily  secured. 

After  a  very  careful  study  of  this  text-book  problem,  I  am  con- 
vinced that  it  is  wise  to  seek  neither  enforced  state  nor  county  uni- 
formity. I  recommended  in  my  first  annual  report,  and  still  favor, 
totonship  uniformity;  but  this  only  because  it  would  be  a  step 
towards  the  general  adoption  of  the  township  system  of  school  gov- 
ernment, under  which  the  schools  of  a  township  are  managed  by  a 
single  board — a  very  great  improvement,  in  the  judgment  of  nearly 
all  educational  men,  over  the  present  comparatively  inefficient 
district  system. 

I  am  opposed  to  state  uniformity  for  the  following  reasons : 
(a)  A  law  to  secure  it  could  be  only  partially  enforced,  and  a 
law  partially  enforced  is  generally  worse  than  no  law.  This  is 
abundantly  proved  by  the  experience  of  several  states  where 
uniformity  has  been  tried  and  has  failed, — as  in  Vermont,  Mis- 
souri, Minnesota,  California,  and  other  states.  (6)  If  enforced,  the 
special  needs  of  particular  schools  and  classes  of  people  would 
not  be  so  well  met.  (c)  If  enforced,  it  would  provoke  and  alienate 
many,  and  tend  to  lessen  the  popularity  of  our  school  system, 
(d)  If  enforced,  it  would  destroy  the  value  of  at  least  half  a  mil- 
lion dollars'  worth  of  books  now  in  use.  (e)  If  enforced,  it  would 
suddenly  impose  upon  the  people  the  burden  of  at  least  another 
half  million  for  the  new  books  they  must  purchase  to  replace  those 
outlawed.  (  H  If  enforced,  it  would  prevent,  for  a  series  of  years^ 
the  adoption,  oy  any  school  board  in  the  state,  of  any  improved 
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books,  cause  our  schools  to  £ei11  behind  those  of  other  states,  and 
when  the  inevitable  time  for  a  change  came,  again  destroy  at  a  blow 
a  vast  amount  of  property  in  the  hands  of  the  people. 

In  the  name  of  the  professional  teachers  and  superintendents  of 
the  state,  who  are  almost  unanimously  opposed  to  enforced  imifor- 
mity — as  honorable,  disinterested,  and  intelligent  a  class  of  citizeuB 
as  Wisconsin  has ;  in  the  name  of  the  great  majority  of  the  other 
school  officers,  who  have  not  asked  that  one  of  their  most  impor- 
tant duties  should  be  taken  from  their  hands,  as  incompetent  to 
perform  it ;  in  the  name  of  the  schools  of  the  state,  whose  interests 
we  should  be  very  cautious  not  to  rashly  imperil,  I  respectfully  and 
earnestly  suggest  that  the  laws  we  now  have,  if  used,  are  aU  tnat  is 
needed  to  enable  the  people  in  every  district,  village  and  city  to 
satisfactorily  decide  for  themselves  the  question  of  text  books,  as 
they  decide  the  questions  of  school  buildings  and  teachers,  of  libra- 
ries and  apparatus.  Let  us  intelligently  act  under  the  laws  we 
have,  rather  than  hasten  to  create  others  whose  success  is  more 
than  doubtful.

REPORT  OF  SPECIAL  COMMITTEE. 

The  special  committee,  consisting  of  Messrs.  Leavens,  Kelly, 
Flanders,  Sylvester  and  Hammel,  have  had  under  consideration 
the  following  bill: 

No.  383,  A., 

A  bill  to  amend  chapter  315,  general  laws  of  1875,  entitled  "  an 
act  to  provide  for  uniformity  and  the  free  use  of  text-books  in  towns 
and  cities." 

And  report  the  same  back  by  substitute,  and  recommend  the 
adoption  and  passage  of  the  substitute. 

Your  committee  desire  to  state,  that  while  many  of  the  features 
of  the  original  bill  are  deemed  to  be  commendable,  and  while  the 
said  bill  has  been  pronounced  by  distinguished  educators  and 
competent  judges  in  matters  of  like  import,  to  be  the  best  one  ever 
drafted,  for  the  accomplishment  of  the  declared  purposes,  yet,  in 
view  of  the  magnitude  and  importance  of  the  results  aimed  at, 
and  the  radical  change  proposed  in  the  said  bill,  your  committee 
do  not  feel  justified  in  assuming  the  responsibility  of  recommend- 
ing its  passage. 

The  Committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  a  combination  exists 
among  the  publishers  of  school  text-buoks,  to  keep  up  the  prices 
of  the  same ;  that  it  is  desirable  and  possible  to  cheapen  the  pres- 
ent prices  of  school  text-books  to  the  consumers ;  and  that  some- 
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thing  approaching  to  uniformity  in  school  text-books  for  use  in 
the  public  schools,  is  desirable. 

The  Committee  find  that  in  most  of  the  cities  in  the  state  a  grad- 
ed system  of  school  text-books  has  been  adopted,  as  the  result  of 
years  of  experience  and  attention  to  the  subject,  and  that  the 
school  boards  of  some  school  districts  have  already  adopted  a  uni- 
form series  of  school  text-books;  that  booksellers,  school  boards 
and  parents  of  school  children  in  this  state  have  now  on  hand 
school  text-books  of  the  kinds  used  in  the  different  schools  to  the 
estimated  value  of  nearly  half  a  million  of  dollars,  and  that  the 
conforming  to  any  law  requiring  the  purchase  of  new  books  for  use 
in  public  schools,  would  involve  an  expenditure  of  at  least  a  quar- 
ter of  a  million  of  dollars. 

The  committee  believe  that  any  school  text-book  legislation,  re- 
quiring the  adoption  by  all  public  schools  in  the  state  of  a  system 
of  uniwrmity  in  text  books,  should  clearly  and  surely  provide  as 
foUows  : 

1st.  For  the  greatest  possible  competion  between  the  text-book 
publishers,  that  the  lowest  prices  procurable  might  be  obtained. 

2nd.  For  a  graded  uniformity,  which  would  recognize  the  dif- 
ferent needs  of  the  graded  schools  of  the  cities  and  their  constant 
pupils,  and  the  district  schools  of  the  country  and  their  occasional 
scholars. 

3rd.  For  such  a  gradual  introduction  of  such  a  system  into  the 
schools  as  would  inflict  the  least  burden  possible  upon  those  who 
would  be  compelled  to  obtain  new  text  books. 

The  committee  feel  that,  in  view  of  the  importance  and  gravity 
of  the  subject,  and  the  meagre  amount  of  information  relating  to  it 
at  hand,  and  the  brief  time  left  before  the  probable  close  of  the 
present  session,  it  is  neither  safe  nor  advisable  to  attempt  any 
radical  legislation  in  this  regard  at  this  time,  and  so  have  not  at- 
tempted to  perfect  the  original  bill  committed  to  them. 

The  committee  call  attention  to  chapter  315,  of  the  laws  of  1875, 
which  authorizes,  under  certain  conditions,  the  school  boards  of 
districts,  towns,  cities  and  villages  to  purchase  school  text-books 
and  to  give,  loan,  let  or  sell  such  books  to  pupils,  as  may  be  deem- 
ed best.  Attention  is  also  called  to  the  statement  contained  in  the 
communication  of  the  21  st  instant  of  the  superintendent  of  public 
instruction  to  the  present  legislature,  to  the  effect  that  text-books 
can  be  purchased  by  school  boards  directly  from  the  publishers  at 
a  discount  of  40  per  cent,  from  present  retail  prices. 

Attention  is  also  called  to  chapter  111,  of  the  general  laws  of 
1867,  as  amended  by  chapter  156  of  the  generallaws  of  1868,  which 
provides  that,  after  adoption,  school  text-books  cannot  be  changed 
lor  a  period  of  at  least  three  years.  Of  the  existence  of  the  said 
law  of  1875,  and  that  text-books  can  be  furnished  so  cheaply,  the 
committee  feel  sure  that  most  of  the  school  boards  in  the  state  are 
not  aware ;  and  it  is  possible,  also,  that  such  boards  are  not  aware 
of  the  existence  of  the  said  law  of  1867,  as  amended  by  said  law  of 
1868 ;  and  the  substitute  reported  seeks  to  make  it  the  duty  of  the 
superintendent  of  public  instruction  to  advise  all  school  boards  re- 
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garding  these  two  said  laws,  and  to  instruct  such  boards  how  to  ap- 
ply the  said  laws,  and  how  to  obtain  text-books  at  the  said  reduc- 
tion of  forty  per  cent.  It  is  believed  that  the  general  application 
of  these  laws,  and  the  securing  of  the  discount  named  from  pres- 
ent retail  prices  by  the  school  boards  of  the  state,  would  go  far 
toward  solving  the  cheap  school  text-book  problem,  and  would  re- 
sult in  approximation  to  text-book  uniformity,  and  the  committee 
are  unanimous  in  recommending  that  no  further,  or  radical  legis- 
lation be  attempted  by  the  present  legislature. 

The  committee  find  that  the  provision  already  alluded  to 
in  chapter  111,  of  the  laws  of  1867,  as  amended  by  chapter  156,  of 
the  laws  of  1868,  that  text-books  shall  not  be  changed  for  three 
V  ears  after  adoption,  has  proved  to  be  a  wise  measure,  and  an 
amendment  to  the  said  law  of  1867,  as  amended  by  the  said  law  of 
1868,  increasing  the  period  during  which  text-books  shall  not  be 
changed  after  adoption,  to  five  years,  would  probably  have  a  happy 
-effect. 

The  committee  leave  this  last  suggestion  for  the  consideration  of 
the  next  succeeding  legislature,  to  which  honorable  body,  when 
constituted,  the  committee  would  recommend  the  consideration  of 
the  important  and  interesting  problems  involved  in  the  subject  to 
which  this  report  relates.

A  bill  appointing  four  trustees  for  the  Galesville  University,  and 
authorizing  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Churcli  in 
the  United  States  of  America,  to  appoint  eight  trustees  therefor, 
also  repealing  section  one  (1),  of  chapter  eleven  (11),  of  the  private 
and  local  laws  of  1862,  and  chapter  259,  of  the  private  and  local 
laws  of  1870. 

Have  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and  respectfully  re|>ort 
the  same  back  and  recommend  that  it  be  concurred  in,  and  assign 
the  following  as  reasons  for  the  same,  to  wit: 

First,  The  institution  was  chartered  in  1854  (chapter  296).  Prop- 
erty donated  by  its  founder,  the  late  Judge  Gale,  which,  together 
with  other  donations,  are  valued  at  the  present  time  at  $50,000. 

Sewnd.  Buildings  were  built  and  the  school  started  in  1860.  In 
1862,  by  chapter  11  of  private  and  local  laws  of  that  year,  the  M. 
E.  Church,  through  the  acts  of  the  Northwest  Conference,  were  em- 
powered to  appoint  eight  trustees,  thus  putting  it  in  the  hands  of 
the  said  conference. 

Third,  By  act  of  the  M.  E.  Church,  this  conference  was  abolished 
and  became  merged  in  the  West  Wisconsin  Conference  of  the  M. 
E.  Church,  and  by  act  of  1870,  the  institution  was  placed  under  the 
control  of  this  last  named  conference. 

That  the  original  act  of  incorporation  conferred  no  powers,  nor 
conveyed  any  title  in  the  property  to  the  M.  E.  Church  or  any  oth- 
er denomination. 

That  all  the  privileges  conveyed  to  the  M.  E.  Church  were  dele- 
gated by  the  last  two  named  acts,  and  that  no  vested  rights  attain 
thereby ;  that  the  same  power  (to-wit,  the  legislature)  tliat  granted 
these  rights  or  privileges  can  alter  or  repeal  the  same ;  that  after 
having  controU  of  the  institution  for  fourteen  years  it  has  become 
apparent  aiid  certain  that  the  said  church  does  not  find  it  to  their 
advantage  to  endow  the  institution. 

That  many  citizens  in  Trempealeau  county,  irrespective  of  polit- 
ical or  religious  preference,  are  favorable  to  a  change  in  the  control 
of  the  institution.  That  the  same  holds  true  of  all  well-wishers  of 
the  cause  of  education  in  the  northwest,  so  far  as  this  committee 
can  learn,  with  the  exception  of  the  presiding  elders  of  this  dis- 
trict, and  that  there  appears  to  be  no  reason  for  their  objections, 
only  that  it  is  against  the  wishes  of  the  donors,  and  that  the  Meth- 
odists have  vested  rights  that  can  not  be  taken  from  them,  which 
this  committee  think  has  been  hereinbefore  answered. 

That  the  board  of  trusteees,  by  a  majority  vote,  passed  a  resolu- 
tion to  the  effect  that  the  legislature  be  requested  to  pass  an  act 
taking  the  control  of  this  institution  from  the  hands  of  the  Meth- 
odists, and  that  it  be  placed  under  the  control  of  the  Presbyteri- 
ans or  any  other  evangelical  church  that  would  give  it  material 
aid;  that  the  Presbyterian  church  stand  ready  to  give  it  this  aid, 
and  that  the  whole  of  the  home  board  together  with  the  heirs  of 
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the  late  Judge  Gale,  are  in  favor  of  the  bill  and^believe  it  to  be  the 
only  and  best  thing  that  can  be  done  for  the  institution  in  its  pres- 
ent emergency. 

That  there  are  other  and  cogent  reasons  for  this  change,  that  it 
is  not  necessary  here  to  state. 

That  a  bill  so  local  in  its  nature,  and  for  which  the  people  are  so 
unanimous  in  its  support,  should  not  meet  with  any  opposition 
from  the  lovers  of  education  and  good  government.

The  Select  Committee  appointed,  pursuant  to 

Jt.  Res.,  No.  23,  A., 

Beg  leave  to  report 

That  they  recognize  in  the  outset  the  fact  that  the  money  appro- 
priated to  the  Centennial  Commissioii,  was  to  be  expended  by  the 
commissioners  according  to  their  best  judgment  and  discretion, 
for  the  purposes  specified  in  the  act  making  the  appropriation. 

They  have  therefore  not  considered  it  necessary  to  pass  any  criti- 
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cism  on  the  general  policy  pursued  by  the  commissioners,  nor  to 
inquire  whether  any  particular  expenditure  was  wise  or  unwise, 
but  have  contented  themselves  with  examining  the  accounts  to 
make  sure  that  proper  vouchee  had  been  filed  for  the  moneys  ex- 
pended, and  have,  as  far  as  possible,  classified  and  arranged  the 
expenditures,  so  as  to  show  at  a  glance  by  whom  and  for  what  pur- 
pose the  same  was  spent. 

We  find  that  vouchers  are  on  file  in  the  oflice  of  the  secretary  of 
state  for  $21,819.48,  and  that  the  same  amount  is  charged  on  his 
books  to  the  Centennial  Commission  Fund,  and  is  the  amount  re-

We  transmit  herewith  a  detailed  and  itemized  account  of  these 
expenditures,  as  far  as  it  is  possible  to  make  one  from  the  vouch- 
ers on  file,  and  recommend  that  the  same  be  spread  upon  the  jour- 
nal. 
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Your  committee  made  specific  inquiry  of  Messrs.  Atwood,  Park- 
inson and  Field,  the  only  members  of  the  board  who  have  been 
before  them,  as  to  whether  in'  making  up  their  accounts  for  per- 
sonal expense,  they  had  charged  railroad  fare  in  cases  where  they 
had  traveled  on  passes. 

The  answer  iri  all  these  cases  was,  that  they  had  done  so; 
Messrs.  Atwood  &  Parkinson  claiming  that  their  passes  had  come 
to  them  in  the  course  of  business  and  were  their  own  property, 
and  Mr.  Field,  claiming  that  this  charge  was  customary  in  the 
other  boards  of  the  state  and  in  the  State  Agricultural  Society. 

Your  committee  have  no  opinion  to  express  as  to  the  right  or 
wrong  of  this  matter,  but  transmit  herewith  a  bill  covering  this 
point,  the  passage  of  which  they  recommend. 

In  the  examination  of  the  vouchers  of  the  board  it  was  discov- 
ered that  Hannah  Carpenter,  the  person  in  charge  of  the  Wiscon- 
sin building,  had  been  over  paid  oy  Col.  Starr,  the  sum  of  $77.41. 

This  amount  has  been  returned  to  the  board  by  Col.  Starr,  and 
has  by  them  been  placed  in  the  treasury,  so  that  the  amount  now 
to  the  credit  of  the  fund  is  $1,299.46. 

We  understand  from  the  board  that  they  expect  to  collect  a 
small  rebate  of  freight,  and  have  a  few  bills  in 'amount,  not  to  ex- 
ceed $100,  still  unpaid. 

We  recommend  that  the  amount  now  to  the  credit  of  the  cen- 
tennial fund,  viz.  $1,299.46,  be  covered  back  into  the  treasury,  and 
placed  to  the  credit  of  the  general  fund. 

We  recommend  that  whatever  may  be  collected  back  by  the  Centen- 
nial managers  be  paid  by  them  to  the  governor,  to  be  placed  to  the 
credit  of  his  contingent  fund,  and  that  that  he  be  requested  to  pay 
their  remaining  outstanding  bills  from  his  contingent  fund,  and  we 
transmit  herewith  the  proper  resolutions,  to  carry  these  recommen- 
dations into  effect. 

We  understand  that  the  object  sought  to  be  accomplished  by 
Joint  Resolution,  No.  19,  Assembly,  has  been  attained  in  another 
way,  and  we  recommend  that  said  Joint  Resolution,  No.  19,  be  in- 
definitely postponed.

I  return  herewith,  without  signature,  to  the  Assembly,  the  liouse 
in  which  it  originated. 

No.  230,  A., 

A  bill  entitled  "  an  act  to  increase  the  amount  of  the  official 
bond  of  the  clerk  of  the  circuit  court  for  Milwaukee  county." 

So  far  as  this  bill  proposes  to  control  moneys  belonging  to  indi- 
viduals and  paid  into  court  pursuant  to  an  order  of  the  court  or  in 
some  legal  proceeding,  its  passage  is  Ui*necessary,as  under  existing 
laws  the  court  exercises,  or  can  exercise,  the  power  of  directing 
their  investment  or  deposit. 

So  far  as  the  bill  purposes  to  control  the  deposit  of  penalties,  for- 
feitures, jury  fees,  &c.,  which  are  the  property  of  the  county,  and 
for  which  the  clerk  is  responsible  and  his  bail  liable,  I  regard  the 
the  policy  of  its  passage  as  more  than  questionable,  since  its  effect 
would  be  to  make  one  public  officer  legally  responsible  for  these 
moneys,  and  give  to  another  public  officer,  in  no  way  responsible 
therefor,  the  absolute  right  to  direct  their  place  of  keeping. 

Another,  even  more  serious  objection,  to  the  bill  is  found  in  the 
power  it  gives  to  tiie  judge  of  the  circuit  court  for  Milwaukee

2he  Hoiwrabk,  the  Committee  on  Claims  : 

Gentlemen: — In  regard  to  the  claim  of  Peter  Feagan,  it  appears 
that  he  was  comissioned  by  Gov.  Randall  as  2nd  Lieut,  in  Co.  E., 
30th  Reg't,  Wis.  Vol.,  on  the  oth  day  of  December,  1861. 

The  services  rendered  previous  to  that  time  were  under  a  re- 
cruiting commission,  and  assuming  that  this  contained  the  usual 
clause  "  that  it  was  to  be  without  expense  to  the  state,"  I  do  not 
see  that  he  is  entitled  to  payment  for  such  services. 

If  after  said  5th  of  December,  1861,  he  was  in  camp  under  orders 
from  the  state,  he  seems  to  have  an  equitable  claim  to  be  paid  for 
such  service.  If  the  committee  should  be  satisfied  that  Mr.  Feagan 
was  actually  in  the  service  of  the  state  as  Second  Lieutenant  from 
the  5th  of  December,  1861,  to  March  8,  1862,  and  has  not  been 
paid  for  that  time,  he  should  be  paid,  with  interest,  from  1869,  the 
time  he  first  presented  his  claim  for  payment. 

The  claim  of  Yates  V.  Beebe  comes  within  the  same  rule.  He 
had  a  recruiting  commission,  dated  October  15,  1861,  "  without  ex- 
pense to  the  state  until  accepted  ;"  reported  forty  men  enlisted, 
and  on  the  14th  of  November  was  authorized  to  place  them  at 
board  at  the  expense  of  the  state,  and  on  the  26th  day  of  Decem- 
ber, 1861,  was  commissioned  captain  in  "  Beebe's  artillery." 

If  he  waa  in  camp  under  orders  of  the  state  under  this  last  com- 
mission, he  should  be  paid  A:om  its  date,  with  interest  from  the 
time  his  claim  was  first  presented. 

As  a  general  rule,  the  state  is  presumed  to  pay  all  just  claims 
promptly,  and  interest  should  not  be  allowed  until  demand  and 
refusal  to  pay.

Beg  leave  to  report  that  they  at  first  sight,  were  of  the  opin- 
ion this  bill  "was  clearly  unconstitutional,  as  coming  within 
that  class  of  dam  (med)  bills  to  which  the  gentleman  from 
Grant  so  strenuously  objects,  but  after  listening  to  the  able  and 
exhaustive  argument  of  the  chairman  of  the  Judiciary  Com- 
mittee on  Senate  bill  No.  43,  and  learning  from  him  that  the 
legislature  of  South  Carolina  once  passed  a  law  legitimatizing 
a  large  proportion  of  the  inhabitants  of  that  state,  all  doubts 
as  to  the  constitutionality  of  this  measure  has  vanished  from 
the  minds  of  your  committee,  and  they  have  turned  their  at- 
tention to  the  merits  of  the  case. 

Your  committee  fully  appreciate  the  delicate  nature  of  the 
question  proposed  in  this  bill,  but  having  been  accustomed  in 
the  past  to  shirk  from  no  duty  imposed  upon  them,  they  ap- 
proach this  question  fully  determined  to  win  from  the  Assem- 
bly the  plaudit,  "  w-ell  done  good  and  faithful  servants." 

Nor  does  the  duty  of  a  candid  and  prayerful  consideration  of 
this  question  rest  alone  upon  your  committee ;  but  this  As- 
sembly owes  it  to  itself  and  the  innocent  beings  involved  to 
approach  this  matter  in  the  same  spirit  of  freedom  from  party 
bias  and  sincere  desire  for  truth  and  justice  w4th  which  they 
(post  masters  included)  would  proceed  to  pass  upon  a  contest- 
ed election  case,  or  a  high  joint  commission  would  proceed  to 
canvass  disputed  electoral  returns. 

The  responsibility  of  ushering  into  being  a  single  human 
soul,   of  exposing  it  to  the  trials  and  troubles  of  this  weary 
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world,  and  forcing  it,  in  spite  of  itself,  and  through  no  fault  of 
its  own,  to  take  the  tremenduous  chances  of  the  world  to  come, 
must  bring  a  thrill  of  awe  to  every  thoughtful  mind,  and  make 
a  man  pause  and  consider. 

What  then  shall  be  said  of  the  state,  which  solely  for  greed 
and  as  a  matter  of  speculation  turns  forth  those  innocent  crea- 
tures, (who  will  be  counted  by  millions  if  a  tithe  of  the  results 
claimed  in  the  "  fishy  "  speech  of  the  fish  commissioner  be 
realized)  and  exposes  them,  stamped  with  the  indelible  brand 
of  illegitimacy,  to  the  wicked  wiles  of  the  watery  wastes. 

Picture  to  yourself  the  artificially  propogated  lawyers  of  the 
lakes  gathered  to  practice  at  their  respective  bars,  (for  there  are 
bars  in  that  world  as  well  as  this)  and  imagine  the  scorn  with 
which  the  regular  bred  lawyers  will  regard  them,  think  of  the 
unction  with  which  the  terms  "  shyster  and  pettifogger  "  will 
be  hurled  at  them,  think  of  the  snubbings  they  will  receive 
from  courts  and  the  slurs  which  their  appeals  to  the  jury  in 
behalf  of  their  unfortunate  clients  will  be  met.

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To  briefly  summarize  the  facts,  as  they  appear  from  the  records : 
The  work  done  under  this  contract  extended  over  a  period  of  time 
from  the  30th  of  November,  1858,  to  the  31st  of  December,  1859,  or 
about  thirteen  months.  That  for  the  work  so  done,  exclusive  of 
newspaper  advertising,  the  contractor  has  been  paid  $81,841.91. 

It  also  further  appeal's  that  on  the  first  day  of  May,  I860,  Mr. 
Carpenter  executed,  under  seal,  a  formal  release  of  all  claims 
agamst  the  state  under  the  contract.  Notwithstanding  such  re- 
lease, however,  in  1863,  he  presented  his  claim  under  the  contract 
to  the  legislature,  and  on  the  2d  day  of  April,  1863,  was  allowed 
the  further  sum  of  $5,000,  which  was  to  be  "  in  full  of  all  claims  of 
every  kind,  name  or  nature,  actual  or  imaginary,  legal,  equitable 
or  otherwise,  which  said  Carpenter  and  Hyer,  or  which  any  or  all 
of  the  individual  members  of  said  firm  have  or  claim  to  have 
against  the  state  prior  to  the  passage  of  this  bill,"  and  Mr.  Carpen- 
ter executed  a  release  accordmgly. 

What  sum  ought  ecjuitably  to  have  been,  or  to  be  paid  to  Mr. 
Carpenter,  if  anything  m  excess  of  what  he  has  received,  your  com- 
mittee, owing  to  the  limited  time  allowed  for  their  investigation  of 
the  matter,  have  not  attempted  to  ascertain.  Such  sum,  if  any- 
thing is  due  from  the  state  to  Mr.  Carpenter,  can  only  be  ascer- 
tained by  a  thorough  investigation  of  the  whole  subject,  requiring 
weeks  of  patient,  diligent  labor.

ken of  our  conviction  ol  your  conscientious  discharge  of  your  du- 
ties while  presiding  over  our  deliberations.     While  at  times  we 
have^considered  your  rulings  in  direct  opposition  of  our  under- 
standing of  parliamentary  laws,  I  feel  assured  this  body  of  repre- 
sentative men  will  concede  to  you  a  careful  consideration  and  an 
honest  discharge  of  you  duty.     In  after  life,  whether  at  the  forum 
or  on  the  rostrum,  pleading  eloquently  for  some  felon  at  the  bar, 
or  around  the  quiet  of  your  own  fireside,  may  you  look  back  to 
the  Assembly  of  1877,  as  a  green  oasis  in  your  life.     If  the  Divine 
Ruler  of  the  universe,  in  His  infinite  wisdom,  should  cause  you  to 
repent  and  turn  from  your  political  idols,  the  democratic  party 
wul  receive  you  on  probation ;  and,  should  you  prove  steadfast  ancl 
faithful,  place  you  on  the  highest  round  of  the  ladder  of  fame. 
Accept  these  at  our  hands,  and  far  above,  and  greater  than  all 
these,  accept  our  best  wishes  for  your  prosperity  and  happiness. 
Mav  your  days  be  prolonged  far  beyond  the  time  allotted  to  man, 
and  riiay  your  last  days  be  as  happy  as  those  spent  in  that  chair 
have  been  laborious  and  difficult. 

Speaker  Cassoday  replied  as  follows : 

Mr.  Hubbard  and  Fellow  Members  of  the  Assembly  : — It  is 
said  that  one  of  the  characteristics  of  a  true  and  manly  heart,  is  to 
gather  new  strength  and  courage,  as  trials  and  dangers  approach 
and  responsibilities  increase.  It  is  sometimes  true  that  the  bravest 
heart  is  most  easilv  subdued  and  softened,  by  kind  words,  gener- 
ous treatment,  and  lavish  commendation.  I  confess  to  this  weak- 
ness, if  weakness  it  is.  For  this  rich  token  of  your  friendship  and 
regard,  I  can  but  return  a  heart  full  of  gratitude  and  thankfulness ; 
and  can  only  regret  tliat  I  am  not  more  worthy  to  be  the  recipient 
of  such  a  gift,  from  such  a  high  and  honored  source.  You  may 
rest  assured  that  this  expression  of  your  confidence  and  respect 
will  be  sincerely  cherished  and  fondly  remembered  by  me  and 
mine  as  long  as  life  shall  last. 

I  will  reserve  what  I  may  say  with  more  propllety  at  the  time  of 
our  final  adjournment.

You  have,  Mr.  Clerk, 
by  your  uniform  and  unvarying  courtesy,  made  a  friend  of  every 
one  who  has  come  in  contact  with  you,  and  I  am  sure  that  I  can  give 
but  faint  expression  to  the  friendly  regard  felt  for  you.  Many 
within  the  sound  of  my  voice  have  known  former  occupants  of  the 
position  you  hold,  but  I  undertake  to  say  that  none  who  have  filled 
it  heretoibre  have  had  more  varied   qualifications  than  yourself. 
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We  have  seen  you,  in  the  lighter  moments  of  your  official  life, 
draw  pictures  of  grave  and  reverend  members  as  they  rose  in  their 
phices  to  address  the  Assembly,  and  hand  those  friendly  carica- 
tures down  to  excite  the  irreverent  laughter  of  an  unsympathetic 
lobby.  From  this  we  know  that  you  are  an  artist.  The  public 
prints  of  Madison  which  have  from  time  to  time  sparkled  with 
your  machine-made  poetry,  attest  the  fact  that  you  are  supplied 
with  the  divine  afflatus  of  a  true  poet.  The  fact  that  many  mem- 
bers of  the  Assembly  waited  over  Sunday  in  anticipation  of  an  ad- 
dress by  you  to  a  Sunday  school,  (which  unfortunately  they  were 
not  permitted  to  hear),  is  evidence  in  what  high  regard  they  held 
the  counsel  and  advice  falling  from  your  lips  upon  religious  and 
moral  subjects.  What  other  inducement  could  have  detained  the 
members  from  the  bosom  of  their  families  and  the  tender  embraces 
of  little  children? 

Turning,  however,  from  the  pleasantries  in  which  your  ^ood 
nature  will  permit  us  to  indulge  at  your  expense,  I  can  truthluUy 
say  you  have  drawn  us  all  to  you  by  your  manner  of  performing 
youi'  official  duties. 

An  old  legend  of  Germany  relates  the  fact  that  a  prince  brought 
to  his  betrothed,  as  a  wedding  gift,  an  iron  egg.  The  lady  tossed 
it  from  her,  and  as  it  rolled  along  the  floor  a  spring  was  touched, 
which  discolsed  within,  a  silver  egg,  and  as  that  rolled  along  an- 
other spring  disclosed  a  golden  egg,  and  still  another  revealed  with- 
in the  golden  egg  a  golden  circlet  clasped  by  a  rare  diamond 
which  was  the  wedding  gift  of  the  prince  to  his  bride.  So  we  call- 
ed you,  at  the  commencement  of  the  session,  to  the  difficult  and 
arduous  duties  of  your  position.  Hard  and  unpleasant  as  they 
somcties  were,  your  courteous  performance  of  them  has  stripped 
the  rough  covering  and  disclosed  this  silver  gift  from  your  assist- 
ants and  friends  in  this  house.  Underneath  and  within  the  silver 
is  hidden  the  respect  and  esteem  of  those  for  whom  I  speak,  which 
will  surround  you  as  the  lady's  wedding  ring  encircled  her  finger, 
as  long  as  you  live,  and  which  guerdon  of  friendship  is  clasped  by 
a  diamond  of  the  purest  water — the  warm  and  hearty  friendship  of 
all  who  unite  in  tnis  gift  to  you. 

Mr.  Nowell  responded  as  follows  : 

Gentlemen  of  the  Assembly: — I  cannot  find  words  to  express 
my  appreciation  of  your  kindness.  It  will  add  to  my  household 
treasures  a  symbol  of  your  friendship  and  a  memento  of  the  pleas- 
ant days  we  have  passed  here  together.  I  shall  never  look  at  it 
without  recalling  the  familiar  faces  of  this  Assembly,  from  the 
merry  twinkling  eyes  of  McCollum,  on  my  right  in  the  semi-circle, 
to  the  silvery  laugh  of  Cash  on  my  left. 

I  shall  take  great  pleasure  in  having  each  and  every  one  of  you, 
when  you  visit  Milwaukee,  partake  of  the  hospitality  of  my  home 
from  these  utensils. 

Coming  here  with  a  consciousness  of  inexperience  in  the  duties 
to  which  you  called  me,  I  am  indebted  to  you  for  kind  indulgence 
and  encouragement  in  the  performance  of  my  labors.  For  this, 
and  for  every  evidence  of  your  unvarying  friendship,  accept  my 
'warmest  thanks.

FINAL  ADJOURNMENT. 

The  hour  for  final  adjournment  having  arrrived,  the  Speaker 
made  the  following  closing  remarks : 

Fellow  Members  and  Officers  of  the  AssEMBiiV : — The  time 
fixed  for  the  termination  of  this  session  of  the  legislature  has  ar- 
rived. 

The  record  of  our  co-operative  labors  as  a  body  has  been  made 
up,  not  only  here,  but  in  that  imperishable  volume,  the  contents 
ot  which  are  always  open  to  the  most  searching  scrutiny. 

When  I  WBS  called  to  the  chair,  eight  weeks  ago,  I  assumed 
"  that  every  member  of  this  body  came  here  charged  with  the 
double  purpose  of  lessening  the  burdens,  advancing  the  interests, 
guarding  the  honor,  and  promoting  the  prosperity,  not  only  of  his 
immediate  constituents,  but  of  the  people  ot  the  whole  state,  and 
of  every  interest  in  the  state."    To-day  I  testify  to  the  people  of 
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Wisconsin,  that  you  have  executed  that  purpose  with  a  fidelity 
rarely  witnessed  in  the  history  of  legislation.  As  to  my  own  suc- 
cess, I  was  less  certain,  and  therefore  more  anxious.  J  had  read 
that  elegant  description  of  a  good  presiding  officer  by  Lord  Stowell, 
'  in  his  speech  nominating  Mr.  Abbott  for  a  re-election  to  the  speak- 
ership of  the  House  of  Commons,  when  he  said :  "  To  an  enlarge- 
ment of  mind,  capable  of  embracing  the  most  comprehensive  sub- 
jects, must  be  added  the  faculty  of  descending  with  precision  to  the 
most  minute ;  to  a  tenacious  respect  for  foniis,  a  liberal  regard  for 
principles  ;  to  habits,  of  laborious  research,  powers  of  prompt  and 
instant  decision ;  to  a  jealous  affection  for  the  privileges  of  the 
house,  an  awful  sense  of  its  duties ;  to  a  firmness  that  can  resist  so- 
licitation, a  suavity  of  nature  that  can  receive  it  without  impa- 
tience :  and  to  a  dignity  of  public  demeanor,  suited  to  the  quality 
of  great  affaii's,  and  commanding  the  respect  that  is  requisite  for 
conducting  them,  an  urbanity  of  private  manners  that  can  soften 
the  asperities  of  business,  and  adorn  an  office  of  severe  labor  with 
the  conciliatory  eloquence  of  a  station  of  ease."  I  had  also  read 
that  glowing  description  of  Mr.  Sergeant  Glenville,  in  his  speech  to 
the  king,  on  being  presented  as  speaker,  where  he  said  that  the 
house  of  commons  had  "  met  together  and  chosen  a  speaker ;  one 
of  themselves,  to  be  the  mouth,  indeed  the  servant,  of  all  the  rest ; 
to  steer  watchfully  and  prudently,  in  all  their  weighty  consulta- 
tions and  debates;  to  collect,  faithfully  and  readily,  the  generous 
sense  of  a  numerous  assembly  ;  to  propound  the  same  reasonably, 
and  to  mould  it  into  apt  questions,  for  final  resolutions ;  and  so 
represent  them  and  their  conclusions,  their  declarations  and  peti- 
tions, upon  all  urgent  occasions,  with  truth,  with  right,  with  life, 
with  lustre,  and  witli  full  advantage,  to  his  most  excellent  majes- 
ty"— the  king. 

With  this  grand  conception  of  the  requisite  qualities  of  a  good 
presiding  officer,  with  but  little  experience  and  that  forgotten,  with 
one  of  the  most  intelligent,  laborious  and  cultivated  bodies  of  men 
to  preside  over  that  ever  assembled  in  this  capitol,  you  can  imagine 
something  of  that  sense  nf  responsibility  which  has  rested  upon 
me. 

In  attempting,  in  my  humble  way,  to  approach  a  little  nearer 
from  the  distance  toward  that  grand  ideal  by  the  path  marked  out 
by  the  rules  and  law  governing  this  body,  I  am  ready  to  assume 
that  I  have  at  times  seemed  harsh,  abrupt,  and  sevcrj?,  and  to  the 
more  experienced,  awkward  and  ungraceful,  but  whatever  may 
haye  been  the  tone  or  the  manner,  you  may  rest  assured,  that  no 
thought  or  feeling  of  a  personal  character  lias  been  entertained  for 
a  single  moment,  but  on  the  contrary  I  have  from  the  first  cherish- 
ed the  kindest  feeling  for  every  member,  every  officer,  and  every 
person  connected  with  this  body,  and  the  only 'motives  which  have 
controlled  my  actions,  were  to  act  fairly,  truthfully,  independ- 
ently, firmly,  kindly,  generously,  and  without  regard  to  any 
sympathy,  friendship,  enmity  or  choice  which  I  may  have  had  as 
to  the  merits  of  the  question  under  consideration,  or  any  person
